The changes made in 

the character of the movement it- 

self, the softening of all the harsher 

features of thesterner times, the friendly 

correspondence of English Liberals with 

Irish aims and aspirations, must have all 

seemed to the minds of Irish-Americans very 

like what is popularly called a ‘lowering of 

the flag, because it was contrary to all tra- 

Gitions of nationality that an official party in 

England should seriously take up the resto- 

ration of Ireland’s rights as areal part of the 
programme. 


GLADSTONE’S POWER RECOGNIZED. 


"When home rule was made a dogma of 
official Liberalism the Irigh-Americans were 
bewlidered. Gradually they saw the reality 
ofthe proposals. They saw that the Liberals 
were in earnest. They recognized Mr. Glad- 
stone’s marveleus power of stirring national 
sympathies and the ‘Union of hearts’ did, in 
a sense, compromise the whole scattered race 
in America and Australia. But quite unneces- 
sary prostration of Irish dignity soon set in, 
absurd professions of loyalty, which 
no Eaglishman would dream of, being 
sounded on every platform. We were told 
over and over again that a subordinate statu- 
tory parliament would inevitably placate 
Irish discontent. ButMr. Parnell, like the 
strong, sensible man he is, always said that 
the most he could promise would be that the 

[Irish party would loyally try to make Mr. 

Gladstone’sscheme a success, Other men 

rolled the words ‘statutory subordinate par- 
* Hament’ arif they weresweet,savory morsels. 
„Trust the Irish people altogether or trust 
them not at all, said Mr. Parnell. Noman 
can set Umits toa nation’s advance, as he 
told bis audience in Cork five years ago. 
From that position he has not budged an inch. 
The most that he can promise is to do his 
best. Hecannot bind posterity. He cannot 
even bind the present generation. But him- 
self and his following hecan bind and con- 
sentsto bind. mere are plain, valuable, in- 
telligible lines of policy. 


NOT A PROPHET. 


‘*Again, Mr. Parnell never indulged in 
prophecy. He never said that the Unionists 
would only hold together for a few months 
and that home rule would come in a year. 
Political bille of exchange carry very heavy 
interest and Mr. Parnell floats none. Others 
did and the firm was held accountable. And 
so Irish-Americans sickened with deferred 
hopes. It took all of Davitt’s great qualities 
to hold the parties together at Chicago. 
He impressed upon his hearers the necessity 
for prudence and seif-restraint, and he re- 
buked men like Finnerty, who wished to 
“talk daggers’ and te flgure as the genuine 
patriots of the old brand. All that danger has 
mow passed away. The danger now is pot 
excess but apathy, and Messrs. Dilion and 
O’Brien are admirably adapted to the new 
state of things. They have borne the chief 
brunt of the Irish fight for the last four years 
They have both great power of 
moving men. This power will ne 
doubt stimulate Irishmen in the 
States to new efforts and new action. Money 
* will be raised, but more than that will proba. 
bly bedone. The great dormant league wil) 
be awakened up. The coming struggie is now 
near, and this being 80, Irishmen will make 3 
supreme rally for home rule. Meantime in 
Ireland itself evictions again go on. 

A force of soldiers and police under M. Cech 
Roche have driven many Kerry peasants from 
their homes. Mr. Olphert has 180 eviction 
write ready tor next month’s work. The har- 
vest is very scanty in some parts. And so, on 
the whole, matters look very tar indeed from 
being cheering. 

THE SPECTER OF FAMINE. 


Famine is the specter which now confronts 
Ireland. Should the potato disease step 
. where it is there would be sad times is the 
affected counties, but it laspreading with 
 plerming rapidity. County after county is 
affected, Whereit strikes it blights whole 
fieids at once, and the cottagers Gnd them- 
selves suddenly deprived of their sole means 
of subsistence for the winter. it must be

the eonsequences. It is to be hoped they do 
pot underrate them.

THE KAIGER IN RUSSIA. 


Reyal Entertainment at St. Petersbarg— 
The Baltic Previnces, 
Special Cablecram te the Post- Diensten 
T. PETERSBURG, 
Aug. %.—The Russian 
army Maneuvers, 
which have been on 
(the most magnificent 
scale that such ma- 
meuvers have ever 
been conducted, 
closed te-day, and 
Emperor Wiillam 
starts for Peterhof to 
commune with the 
Ozar. The Kaiser has 
been a close observer 
of the mimic warfare carried on between the 
two divisions of the Czar’s army, and showed 
a keen interest especially in the pretended 
advance on St. Petersburg, which, how- 
ever, did not prove as success- 
ful a part of the exhibition as 
bad deen intended, the retreating 
army failing through some blunder, to burn 
all the bridges, the destruction ofwhich was 
to have prevented the advance of the enemy. 
In view of this circumstance, the building of 
pontoons to croas the same river was a littie 
ridiculous, but with Tarter stolidity the pro- 
gramme was followed throughout. Alto- 
gether, while the Czar’s army was making a 
grand display, it did not impress the German 
visitors as compared with the vast machine 
which represents the military power of the 
German Empire. 
THE CZAR’S NEW MOVE. 

An order has been issued, following upon 
the maneuvers, that ail the infantry and ar- 
tillery soidiers recruited in 1885, 1886 and 1887 
are to be discharged into the reserves im- 
mediately. This will make a considerable re- 
duction in the effective power of the Russian 
army, for the measure remits one year of 
actiye service whieb had still to be undergone 
bythe contingent of 1886, and two years by 
th contingent of 1887. Beginning next 
year the term of service is to be reduced 
from five to four years for the whole of the 
infantry and footartillery. The retirement of 
the Czar’s best disciplined and veteran 
soldiers is regarded here as a slgau that the 
Russian autocrat does dot anticipate any 
early need for thelr services and is desirous 
ofMshowing Europe that Russia holds out no 
menance of war. On the other hand, the re- 
serves are always within ready call, while 
their liberation from the ranks is asub- 
stantial dimunition of the cost of the military 
establishment 

WILHELM AT PETERHOF. 

The German Emperor has started for Peter- 
hof tospend afew daysasthe guest of the 
Czar, and it isexpected that matters of weight 
to Europe will be discussed between the two 
sovereigns. It is stated, on authority from 
Berlin, that the Emperor takes with him no 
programme except the hope of impressing the 
Czar that his oniy aim is to maintain peace. 
As tu the presence of Chancelior Von Caprivi. 
itis stated thathe isnotthe negotiator of a 
mission, but simply the leading minister of 
Germany, who desires to be presented to the 
Czar and to bis ministers. 

The Czar, asagraceful act of act of court- 
esy tothe Emperor, has extended clemency 
to the Lutheran ministers convicted and im- 
prisoned for making converts from the Greek 
faith in the Province of Courtland. Ide Ger- 
man residents of the Baltic provinces of Rus- 
sia have not lost the opportunity of the Im- 
periai visit to bring their oppressed condition 
tothe knowledge ofthe Emperor, and to re- 
mind him, under the cover of addresses of 
welcome and esteem, that France was not 
the only nation took advantage of Germany’s 
crippied and disunited condition in olden 
times to seize upon German Provinces, but 
that Russia also has its Alsaceand Lorraine. 
The outlook is at present is that Russia will 
not take any step that will provoke a conflict 
with the Triple Alliance, with Kngiand, Swe- 
den and Belgium behind it, but will Other- 
wise go as far as may seem prudent in coerco- 
ing the Turkish Sultan and keeping up a fer- 
ment in the Balkan States, 


Little News Received ia Londen, 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Aug. 23.—The visit of the German 
Ewperor to the Czar has probably been one of 
themos momentous of modern events. It 
has proveu atriumph of Russian censorship. 
Never has the art of suppressing intelligence 
been more successfuliy practiced. We 
have been allowed to know that the Em- 
peror landed at Revel; that he was kindly re- 
ceived by the Czar. After they had exchanged 
uniforms, immediately attended church, that 
they disappeared three days ago into the dust 
of a sham battle and that they to-day emerged 
none the worse for it and are now dining to- 
gether at the Peterboff Palace. Beyond this 
we bear nothing of importance, but the inci- 
dental mention of twoorthree talks in the 
meantime between Caprivi and Von Giers, the 
interchange of civilities and decerations. 

Now all this was precisely according to pro- 
gramme. Beyond the fact that Gen. Von 
Scheliendorf was thrown from his horse to- 
day, not an item of real news bas been heard, 
although the ear trumpets of all Europe and 
America have been turned toward St. Peters- 
burg fora week. France has been listening 
with sickening anxiety to learn what has 
passed between Caprivi and Giers. Her future 
as a nation and as a first-class power depends 
upon it. 

In the absence of authentic information all 
kinds of rumors prevail. It t¢ said France 
has been deprived of her last friend, and will 
be left to struggle on the path of destiny 
alone, with Europe banded against her. Aus- 
tria, too, knows not what has been done with 
her in the Eastern question. Peace and war 
depend on the treatment of that vast subject, 
and yet the world has no hint of the result. 
The only assurance that Alexander and Will- 
iam have not quarrelled is the promise of a 
return visit from the Czar and Czarina. That 
is satisfactory for Germany, but not for 
France and Austria. 

England rests content with her aseured 
place in the programme of peace.

SHARES ALLOTTED TO FRANCE AND ENGLAND. 

The French appear to have a very indistinet 
idea of what they have gained in West Africa, 
One of theig papers, the Siecle, speaks of 
„Kong as {f it were a river, whereas Kong is 
u town of some importance. Substantially, 
however, all of the Senegal is French, as well 
asthe Sahara between the Senegal and Alge- 
ria. The British Royal Niger Co. control an 
extensive rezion adjoining the Niger and are 
carrying on a flourishing trade. The Soudan 
States are rather within British influence thas 
French. An interesting fact about these ar- 
rangementetethe natives are not consulted, 
even when they have ancient and fairly civil- 
ized governments, like Madagascar and 
Sokoto. The ust ves and owners of the soll, 
who perhaps have never seen a European, are 
dubbed rebels if they fall to recognize 
their ‘self-appointed masters. There will, 
however, have to be asharov reckoning with 
some of the African peoples, if all accounts 
are true, before the whites establish unques- 
tioned supremacy. 

WHAT THE FUTURE MAY BRING. f 

The powerful nation of Matabelesin South 
Africa is with difficulty restrained by Lober- 
guela from hostile resistance to the advance 
ef the British toward their territories. When 
an English emissary tod Lobenguela in the 
presence of nie chieftains that if an English- 
man should beelaia another would spring up 
for every drop of blood the ehieftains only 
said: ‘‘Let us kill those who are here and see 
what will happen. The King, however, 
dissuaded them and remaius apparently 
friendly with the Europeans, while atthe 
same time refusing to retain for himself any 
presentfrom the British. News may arrive 
at any moment that Lobenguela has failed to 
restrain the impetuous warriors and that 
another war, worse than that against the 
Zuius, has begun. Altogether it may prove 
one matter to divide Africa im European cab- 
inete and another to take possession accord- 


ing to the arrangements.

IN THE RANKS OF LABOR, 


Strike News Comes From All Quarters of 
the Glebe—A Demecratic Kuler,

From Australia come the news that the 
great strike in the shipping trade there has 
almost paralyzed commerce in Victoria and 
New South Wales. Business of all kinds is 
gradually coming to a standstill. Many iron- 
works and other factories are expected to 
close on Monday from want of coal. 

THE COLLIERIES CLOSED DOWN. 

Nine collieries at Wollongong in New South 
Wales have already stopped. Coal from the 
Woltongong mines is chiefly used for steam- 
ers, and with the laying upof somany ves- 
sels the demand for fuel has ceased, while at 
the same time there is no transport for sea 
borne coal. Shipowners at Melbourne and 
Sydney are going to Olbury, which is on the 
border between New South Wales and Vic- 
toria, to hold a conference. The result of 
their deliberations is looked forward to with 
great anxiety. Meanwhile all the great em- 
ployers oflabor have pledged themselves to 
stand togetber. 

SERIOUS SITUATION IN BELGIUM. 

The news from Belgium to-nizht is also se- 
rious. Nearly 15,000 coal miners are out. 
Masa meetings are held, to which the police 
are refused admittance, urging the men not to 
yieid. ) 
THE KAISER AND THE LABORERS. 

Yesterday evening at Burkiey Mr. Woods, 
President of the Lancashire Miners’ Federa- 
tion, madean important statement on the 
eight-hour question. He said that a few days 
ago two messengers directfrom the German 
Emperor waited upon him specially witha 
view to obtaining information of the condl- 
tion of the British miners. Since Prince Bis- 
marck had left office, the Emperor had be- 
come democratic and desired to make the 
labor laws of Germany more on an equality 
with those of Engiand and America. 

TO COMBAT STRIKES. 

There is some talk of an organization of 
railway and other corporations in Great 
Britain to hold ground agalnst the gigantic 
and overwhelming influence of trades union- 
ism, which of late hae dictated the manage- 
ment of business. England being a small 
and compact country has not the resources 
possessed by America for overcoming widely 
organized strikes. Trade follows certain chan- 
nels and cannot be switched off from 
one line to another pending trouble, and the 
trades unions practically include all the 
workingmen of the Kingdom. When, there- 
fore, as in Wales, a British railway is stopped 
by a strike, It need not expect t replace the 
men and go on with its business. It isa 
question only of whether the railway or the 
strikers can hold out the longest. Strikes 
bave already driven much shipping from the 
port of London; so much so that ship owners 
as wellas dock owners are alarmed and are 
looking about them as to what can be done 


for relief. 


INVADED BY SAYTI. 


A Boundary Dispute May Lead to War With 
San Dominge.

AN DOMINGO, Aug. 
%.—On the night of 
August 1 a force of 
troops from the Re- 
public of Hayti in- 
Yaded Dominican 
Territory. This Gov- 
ernment at once dis- 
patched a body of sol. 
diers to repel the in. 
, truders. The Domini. 
can troops were suc- 
cessful and repulsed 
the enemy, Killing 
twenty-three men 
and wounding aum 
ber of ‘others. The 
Dominicans had but four soldiers injured. 
Great indignation is felt here at Hayti’s so- 
tion in this invasion of Dominiean Territory, 
and the Dominican Cabinet has been 
called together by President Ulis E. Herria- 
raux to consider the advisubility of declaring 
war against Hayti. President Horriaraux said 
to-day that the realjcause of the trouble was 
that in 1875 and a treaty for commercial 
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lean territory which she needed, and which 
Santo Domingo was to allow to be so used on 


the Dominican Government $150,000 as long 
as She retained possession of the loaned terri- 
tory. Hayti was, moreover, to permit all im- 
ports from Santo Dom ingo to enter Hayti free 
of duty. Hayti has not paid the $150,000 for a 
numberof years and now owes something 
over $2,000,000. Hayti, however, alleges that 
there isso much rum imported from Santo 
Domingo that the Haytian revenues «re 
greatly suffering, Hayti wishes to make an 
end to her bargain and at the same time re- 
taln possession of the Joaned land.

tered. Oakes was driven to desperation by 
want of employment, 

In the case of a collier who compelled his 
wife to shoot and murder the proprietor ofa 
colliery, whose domestic she haa formerly 
been, and who is alleged to have taken ad- 
vantage of her,the jury acquitted the husband 
On the ground of insanity and the wife as act- 
ing under the husband’s compulsion. Asa 
rule the English law is administered with 
certainty, if not always with severity, but at 
present the punishment of crime seems to be 
very uncertain. 

A few days ago aman was brought up on 
trial for attempted murder, who had cut the 
throat of a young woman because she refused 
to live with him. The wound nearly proved 
fatal. The prisoner, a man of good character, 
bad shown remarkable devotion to the voung 
woman previous to his homicidal attempt, 
and the young woman upon the witness stand 
acknowledged her willingness to marry 
him. All this so touched the hearts of 
Judge and jury, that, although he was found 
guilty, de was recommended to mercy and 
released without further punishment, the 
judge, jurymen and sheriff contributing $50 
for the couple to start housekeeping with, 
and joining in a petition to the Great Eastern 
Railway to take the man back into its employ- 
ment. Thecouple were forthwith married, 
and doubtless by this time the husband is at 
work again for the railway company. 

THE TITHES BILL. 
The Salisbury Government have so far 
given no intimation asto the course they in- 
tend to take in regard to the titbes bill next 
session, All that they have promised to do 
during the recess is to consider carefully the 
representations made to them. There is 
every prospect, however, that the bill will be 
reintroduced in a modified form- most prob- 
ably shorn of the redemption clauses. Even 
the more thofoughgoing advocates of the 
bill now favor the separation ot 
the question of redemption from that of col- 
lection, though they would like to see meas- 
ures dealing with both branches of the ques- 
tion introduced in the course of next se- 
sion.

FEAR OF CHOLERA. 

As to the cholera, London has not made up 
its mind if she bas it or not. It is rumored 
that several suspicious cases have been dis- 
covered in the district near the docks, 
and that the facts are kept secret to prevent 
alarm. Fears are spreading in the East End 
and the officials are reticent in consequence, 
Medical opinion is hazy on the subject. It 
may be safely said, however, in none of the 
cases known in the past two or three weeks 
have the symptoms differed from those of 
English cholera,and the disease can generally 
be traced to alcoholic excess and not to con- 


tagion.

Dhuleep Singh, whose pardon by the Queen 
has just been announced, will arrive at 
Folkestone from Paris on Tuesday.

His broken condition of 
health was,in fact, what impelied him to 
abandon his long maintained attitude of hostil- 
ity to England, Which he assumed on account 
of the confiscation of his Indian kingdom.

It is certain that 
if the authorities admit twenty-seven cases to 
have occurred, the real number was much 
greater. Most cases which ought to be dlag- 
nosed as starvation are easily classed under 
other heads, there generally being accom- 
panying symptoms growing out of the condi- 
tion of the patient which can be given as the 
cause of death.

E. Morris- 

sey of the Brotherhood of Trainmen, and 

John Downey of the Switchmen’s Union. 

In the opinion of these most famil- 

iar with the policy of the Federation 

the appointment of this committee means 

that a calling out ofall the members of the 

Trainmen’s Federation on the Central Road 

has been vractically decided upon. The com- 

mittee went Into session at 8:30 with the un- 

derstanding that the remaining members of 

the council would remain qithin call until 

midnight in order to receive any report that 

might be agreed upon. If the council finds 

that it is impossibieto reach final action to- 

night,its sessions will be resumed at 9 o’clock 
to-morrow morning. 

When the Supreme Council got together at 
10 o’clock this morning the prospects for a 
strike were exceedingly dubious. It was 
known that the delegates from the 8Switch- 
men’s Union were opposed to a declaration of 
hostilities at this time; that the representa- 
tives of the conductors were uncertain of 
their ground, and that at least one of the del- 
egates from the Brotherhood of Trainmen had 
formed an opinion that would require facts 
and figures to remove. Just as soon, how- 
ever, as the key had been turned in the 


lock, President and Grand Master Sargent pro- 


ceeded to get down to business in his 
characteristic stedge-hammer manner. Be- 
ginning with the inception of the trouble on 
the Central he went through the story in de- 
tall, fortifying his memory with numerous 
documents and reports, the majority of which 
have never yet been in print. He rattled on 
in this way for two solid hours, stopping now 
and then to reply to questions, and concluded 
by submitting the appeal of the Knights of 
Labor for the assistance and support ofthe 
Federation. Sargent made no recommenda- 
tions, preferring, as he said,to leave the 


council uratrammeled untii general debate 
was in order. 

When be had finished Sweeny of the Switch- 
men’s Union, who has been on the ground in 
New York, came to the front with a report 
which, in the main, was a corroboration of 
the facts that had already been presented. By 
this time it was 1:30, and as nearly all of the 
delegates had breakfasted at a very rly 
hour, it was considered advisable to pay some 
attention to the wants of the inner man. 

The delegates must have been possessed of 
extraordinary appetites, for they tarried 
nearly two hours at the dinner table, and 
it was not until 8:30 that they resumed 
around the oak table in 
the club-room. This time Delegate 
Morrissey of the Switchmen’s Union, 
who had also happened to be in New York at 
the inception of the trouble, set the bali roll- 
ing with a carefully prepared statement 
which was strongly favorable tothe Kulahts. 
After this a general discussion was Initiated, 
Sweeny for the switchmen, Howard for the 
conductors and Wilkinson for the tralnmen, 
being the principal participants. It was very 
quickly developed that a decided difference 
ofopinion was entertained concerning the 
advisability of the Federation taking up the 
cause of the Knights. Everybody present was 
agreed upon the main question that 
the cause of the Knights was a 
just one, that Powderly had throughout 
pursued a wise and prudent course, and that 
Mr. Webb was wholly and solely to blame for 
the present situation by his persistaut refusal 
to consent to an amicable adjustment of the 
difficulties. But whether, granting all these 
facts, the way was open forthe federation to 
take charge of the battle flage and whether, 
supposing it so ordered, the Supreme Counoil 
would be supported by the orders behind it, 
were questions upon which serious doubts 
were expressed by at least four of the dozen 
delegtes. > 

As the discussion proceeded and the por- 
tions of the various documents already pre- 
sented were read and reread the debate a- 
sumed a complicated form. The Knights, 
however, were not without their champions, 
and several stirring speeches were made, in 
which the council was urged to display its 
manhood by standing shoulder to shoulder 
with Powderly. It was contended with 
emphasis that even if it refrained from 
entering the ring at this time it was 
evident, judging from Webb’s attitude, that it 
would be compelled to do soin its own de- 
fenve in the near future, inasmuch as it was 
clear that the Central proposed to rid itself of 
organized labor. Finally, after the debate 
ned dragged along for four hours and 
at least two of the waverers had 
been brought around to the side favoring de- 
cisive action, the committee already named 
was appointed to prapare certain Propo- 
sitions,’’ as one member of the council put it, 
‘*Hithmatums,’’ to quote another, and the 
council took an indefinite recess. ° 

“This matter is much more complicated than 
the public has dny idea of, said a leading 
member of the councilto-night. ‘*There are 
certain formalities to be gone through, before 
under our constitution we can take decisive 
action. Weare compelled to have a formal 
billor scedule of grievances upon which to 
act. In the present case some schedules 
Dave, 1 understand, been prepared, while 
others have not. In the cases of the latter 
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Have you h cation directly 
or indirectly with Mr. Webb since your return 
from N York, has the council?’’ ¢he 
Grand Master was asked. 

No, was the reply, emphatically. Then 
he added with a sarcastic lauch, and there 
won't be any. 
Those who are * in the confidences of the 
8 powers of the Firemen’s Brother- 
hood, say to-nigbt 
from the developments 
is is absolutely certain 
Federation will enter the fray. A final effors 
may be made, they say, to induce Mr. Webb 
to treat with the Federation on the basis of 
the schedule of grievances, but it will be but 
a matter of form, as his action clearly indi- 
cates that he intends to follow along the 
course he has marked out for himself and his 
corporation. At the same time the ultimate 
outcome must remain a matter of pure specu: 
ae until the official decision is given to the 
public, 

The members of the Supreme Council have 
solemnly pledged themselves to maintain 
strict secrecy regarding their deliberations, 
the officials being g.ven a discretionary power 
andeven those intimately acquainted with 
the representatives of the press on the 
groun are decidedly ‘non-committal in 
their confidences. It is admitted, however, 
that an extremely bitter feeling toward Webb 
was manifested at the sessions to-day, and 
that both Chief Sargent and Sweeny are high- 
ly incensed regarding what they consider as 
his supercilious conduct. Delegate Hanahan 
of the Firemen’s Brotherhood voiced this sen- 
timent to-night when he said: Webb and 
Vanderbilt are only carrying out the Publie 
be damned policy.’ If General Manager 
Toucey had had his way there would never 
have been any strike.“ 

It is given out officially to-night that, strike 
or no strike, the National Convention of the 
Firemen, Conductors and Trainmen, which 
has boen announced for next month at San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and Toledo, respec- 
tively, must take place. Under the constitu- 
tion of each order a postponement can only 
take place upon an affirmative vote of a ma- 
jority of the lodges, and it is now too late to 
put this machinery into operation,

An Adjournment Till Monday, 


TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Aug. 23,11 p. m.—At 
10:30 p. m. the Supreme Council adjourned 
until monday morning. The sub-committee 
will be in session throughout Sunday. The 


advices referred to in Sargent’s letter to Pow- 
derly are the bills of grievances upon which 
tie Council is required to act. 

The Supreme Council will not order a strike, 
This is not official, but it will be Monday 
when tbe Council meets again and adopts the 
„declaration“ which a committee of 
three was appointed to prepore before 
the recess for supper. It was then 
thought it might be ready for the 
public to-night, bat at9o’clock the task was 
realized to be too great for one night or one 
day and an adjournment was had until Monday 
morning to give the committee ample time. 
There is yet the atmost secrecy and various 
are the speculations as to the meaning of 
the adjournment, but the fact is as stated 
above. The meeting of the Council has been 
harmonious throughout and from the begin- 
ning there has been no other idea as 
to the final action. Too many per- 
sons have takes President Sargent’s 
New York interview to mean that 
there is to be a goneral strike. He says again 
that he indorses what Powderly has done; 
that if he had been in his place he would have 
done the same, but that does not mean that the 
Federation of Railway Employes is to 

oin in the strike, and never 
mplication was it intended to mean 
that he was speaking officially. Powderly as 
the head of the Knights of Labor has acted 
wisely, he thinks,jand even magnanimonsly. 
Mr. Sargenthas been consistent throughout. 
When he said he indorsed Powderly 
he indorsed him 8 an in- 
dividual, and if his interviewer 
had asked him if the council would go to the 
extent of ordering a general strixe he would 
have replied that he could not say, but he 
would not have voluntarily added that he 
knew It would not. 

When your correspondent remarked to 
him after the meeting to-night that 
many of the newspapers had made 
a war man out of him, he remaked ina quiet 
way: ‘‘You know me. You know howW I stand 
on strikes and how 1 am placed now. I can’t 
talk for publication, put in due course 1 will 
be understood. 

He went home at 10:30 and telephored to 
your correspondent to kuoq@ if there was any- 
thing later from the East and said he was go- 
ing to bed. 

Ine Terre Haute House to-day has been 
crowded.

The Situation at Chicage. - 


CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—If the striking engineers, 
firemen and switchmen in the Chicago Union 
Stock Yards do not go to work Monday morn- 
ing they will be discharged, tothe last man. 


This action was decided upon at to-day’s 
meeting of the General Superintendents of the 
Chicago reads. The conference was called at 
the general offices of the Burlington and be- 
forethe meeting was called to order it was 
manifest that the demands of the strikers 
would not receive an affirmative vote on the 
subject of an increase in wages. Figures were 
4 by every line and it was said that the 

tock Yards men received higher wages than 
those of corresponding employes on any Chi- 
cago road. Upon this showing a resolution 
abolishing the Stock Yards Switching Associ- 
ation and going baek to the old system of each 
road doing its own switching came within two 
votes of passing unanimously. This would 
haye left every striker out of a job, but the 
two objectors counselled moderation and 
finally the following was passed unanimously; 

„That the Executive Board of the Stock 
Yards Switching Association be empowered 
to treat with the striking employes and offer 
the tollowing terms: That the men go to work 
Monday morning at the same wages they 
have received and no higher, the association 
agreeing that there shall be no Sunday work. 
In case the men do not go back to esr that 
the association be abolished and none ot the 
strikers be employed on any Chicago road.’’ 

The Superintendents were all acting under in- 
structions from the superior officers,and were 
a unit in declaring that there would be no 
temporizing. There seemed to be a strike 
feeling pervading all railroad employes, and 
the roads were determined to fight it out 
wherever it showed itself. The resolution 
took the striking employes completely by 
surprise. Several were seen, and eno 
declared himself in favor of continuing the 
strike. Said one: Suppose they do abolish 
the association. Whether they do or not, 
the stock yards switching must be 
done by some one, and if the roads 
attempt it you will see ey crew strike that 
is ordered 1 the yards. It will simply re- 
sult in the end in tying up every road in 
Chicago If they attempt to go back to the old 
system. No union trainmen-will do our work 
and vou can hardiy find enough non-union 
men in Chicago to make up a full crew.’’ 

The matter will be decided by the men to- 
morrow. The lilinois Central employes have 
not yet decided upon the advanced scale of 
wages which they will demand. 


Powderly Replies te Webb. 


New York, Aug. %3.—Mr. Powderly, in his 
reply to Vice-President Webb’s statement, in 
which he says that the causes which led to the 


discharge of the New York Central employes 
were drunkenness, incapacity, insubordina- 
tion, etc., says: 1 see that vou have at 
last ventured to break the long silence that 
sealed your lips in rejation to the causes 
which lead to the discharge of the fifty to 
sixty employes of the New York Central road. 
Your alleged explanation is even less 
creditable to ou than the silence it 
bas broken and does notin any way exeucs 
the stand you have taken. Your statement is 
eminently worthy of a man who can see no 
cause for investigation in cases of drunken- 
ness, incapacity, breach of duty and insub- 
ordination.’’ 

Air. Powderly goes onto point out that Mr. 
Webbavoids saying thatthe men discharged 
for the above causes were the filty or sixty 
men whose discharge caused the strike. He 
also points out injustice to a man 
discharged for lack of work, of bunching him 
with men discharged for the above-named 
causes. Mr. Powderly proceeds to say that 
Mr. Webb relies upon the statements of sub- 
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b such abuses, which are going

Are the Strikers Conspiraters? 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 23.—A question of 
great importance at this time has been raised 
in connection with the strike of the Knights of 
Labor on the New York Central Railroad. It 
is whether the members of the Executive 


Board of District perpen No. 26 are not 
liable to be proceeded against under the pro. 
visions of the act entitled. Au act to protect 
trade and commerce against unlawful re- 
straints and monopolies.’’ It is known in 
a pariance as the ‘‘anti-trust 


A prominent Senator, whose legal ability is 
unguestionabie, says, in speaking of the act: 
**] believe under a strict interpretation of the 
first section of tnat act à great many strikes 
on railroads and in other fields will be 
everted. While it was evidently not the in- 
tention ofthe framers of the law to interfere 
— way with the liberties of the laboring 
cfisses to strike at will, still the first section, 
under a strict and literal interpretation, 
would seem to make it a misdemeanor.’’ The 
first section reads: 

Sec. 1. Every contract, combination in the 
form oftrust or otherwise, or conspiracy in 
restraint of trade or commerce among the 
several States or with foreign nations, is here- 
by declared to be legal. Every person who 
shali make any such contract.or engage in 
any such combination or conspiracy shall be 
deemed gullty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $5,000, or by imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or by both said punish- 
ments in the discretion of the court, 

The Senator continued: There is no 
doubt that the Knights of Labor could be put 
either in the catagory of combinations or con- 
spiracies and, as for instance in the New 

ork Central strike, are restraining trade. 
Wulle the spirit of the law evidently does not 
aim at strikes, I have no doubt that if a test 
case can be made of it, it would result in the 
conviction of the men. 

Sec. (of the law provides: The several 
Circuit Courts of the United States are here- 
by invested with jurisdiction to prevent 
and restrain violations of this act 
and it shall be the duty of the several district 
attormeys of the United States, in their re- 
spective districts, under the direction ot the 
Attorner-General, to institute proceedings 
which may be by way of petition setting forth 
the case and praying that such violation shall 
be enjoined or otherwise prohibited. When 
the parties complained of shall have been duly 
notified of such petition the court shall pro- 
ceed as soon as may be to the hearing and 
determ inatiun of the case; and pending such 
petition and before final decree the court may 
at any time make such temporary restraining 
order or probibition as shall be deemed just 
in the premises.’’

LABOR TROUBLES, 


New Scale of Prices Demanded by the Cot- 
ton Handlers of New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 23.—Early in July 
last the men, white ana colored, employed ia 
handling cotton in the various press yards of 
the city met im conference and framed a new 
scale of prices for labor for the coming 
season, which they presented to the press 
owners. The bodies mainly interested in the 


couference were the Cotton Yardmen’s 
Berevolent Associations Nos. I and 2, but the 
teamsters and loaders in fullsympathy with 
the vardmen were also represented. 

The complement o labor in each 
press is thirty-one men, the press gang 
composed of thirteen men and six 
yard gangs of three men each. Most of these 
men are employed only during the cotton 
season andas the public estimate of their 
earnings during that period is generally an 
exorbitant one, they find considerable di- 
ficuity In obtaining employment during their 
dull season. In other words, they are de- 
»nendent upon the proceeds of their labor 
during the cotton season for their wmainten- 
ance during the entire year. ‘he proposed 
tariff is higher than that of last season. It is, 
in fact, a restoration of the rates in effect 
before the last cut made by the press owners. 
The increase affects but two items, however, 
the charge for receiving, which is raised from 
5 to 6 cents, and that for compressing, 
which is ralsed from 8 to 10 cents.

them in their dull season. In presenting the 
tariff the men desired that it should become 
effective September 1. Should the press own- 
ers refuse to accept it, or should they be un- 
able to agree among themselves as to its ac- 
ceptance or rejection, the matter is to be 
submited to arbitration and a triangular con- 
ference is proposed, the 2 owners and 
the cotton yardmen each selecting a commit- 
tee to present theirv lews, and the Cotton Ex- 
change appointing a committee of five to hear 
both sides of the case and to pass upon its 
merits. Prominent cotton yardmen say that 
arbitration by this method will be 
entirely satisfactory to them. They are 
firmly confident oftbe justice of their cause 
and have no fear that the verdict will be 
againstthem. So far ascan be learned the 
men have made no threat to strike unless 
their demands are refused. The lead- 
ers deprecate any move and 
especially one of charac- 
ter as would tend violence. 
The whiteand colored yard men had equal 
representation in tne conference which 
passed upon the tariff and are firmly united 
in supporting it, Should the press owners 
decline to grant the advance, & meeting of the 
yard men will be called to discuss the situa. 
tion and to decide upon the course to de pur- 
sued. What this course will be is not possible 
to forecast at present.

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PERIKLES, THE THOMAS JEFFERSON OF 
ANCIENT ATHENS« 


The Champion of Democracy of More Than 
Two Theusand Years Ago—His Greatest 
Achievement—What the First Great 
Democrat Did fer the Advancement ef 
Mankind—Some of the Wonders He Ace- 
complished fer His Native City.

HOUGH ancient 

— learning has deserv- 
T edly lost a large portion of 

the respect In which it was 
formerly held there are 


— yet a few characters in 
ancient history who, by 


their conspicuous merit and usefulness de- 
serve to be remembered. One of these is 
Perikies, the champion of democracy, in 
Athens and the ancient world, the word 
democracy being used in its general, not party 
sense. Perikles was the Thomas Jefferson of 
Athens, To noone statesman did Athens and 
Greece owe s0 much. In fact it is hardly ex- 
travagant to say that to no one statesmen has 
the world immediately and mediately owed 
so much, 

Ancient Greece, or Hellas, it will be borne 
in mind, was made up, apart from its islands 
and colonies, of a number of states, each, 
prior to the Periklean age, independent of all 
the others. Attica, Boeotia, Argolis 
and Laconia were no mere connected 
with one another than Franceand Turkey 
now are. When attacked by an invading 
army from Asia they would unite for resist- 
ance, but the union was never perfect and it 
was transient. The Government of Sparta 
or Lacademon was the mest rigorous, the 
most like the government of a military camp, 
and hence during the earlier Hellenic history 
Sparta gained a sort of moral precedence 
among the States of Greece. It held this 
precedence when Xerxes, at the head of more 
than five and a quarter millions of men, in- 
vaded Greece. When the Asiatic host was 
finally whipped and ruined at the battie of 
Plata, 479 B. O., a union of all the Grecian 
States, a Pan-Hellenio Confederacy, was 
formed, From traditional reverence Sparta 
was its head. But mind was beginning to tell. 
Mind resided at Athens and not at Sparta. As 
the upshot of much maneuvering, Athens be- 
came head of the Pan-Hellenic alliance. She 
made the most of it for her on glory and for 
the glory of Hellas. 

During the contest with Xerxes Themis- 
tOkies, brilliantly useful by his ability but 
detested for his knavery, was compelled to 
quit Greece and find refuge in Persia, where 
re died. Then Perikles became conspicuous. 
He soon became the political leader of Athens, 
and, in fact, was doubtless the ablest states 
man in the ancient worid. In his earlier 
career he had one trusted friend, Ephialtes, 
and one chief opponent, Kimon, a man of 
good ability and pure purpose. Ephialtes, 
line Perikies, was a thoreugh democrat. 
Kimon was an aristocrat to the core. By this 
Ido not mean that his manners were hanghty 
or that he was unfriendly to the masses, but 
that he denied the capacity of the masses to 
take intelligent care of their own interests. 
He held that the masses did not know what 
they really needed, and he was unwilling to 
trust the conduct of government to ignorance. 
No demagogue addresses the crowd in the 
language of argument, but in the language of 
abuse and of mirth. In the most enlightened

in the ecience of political economy shall 
be expounded 55 a learned and able lecturer, 
he will talk to Tistiess ears; but let him be 
followed by an illiterate but gabby cnhar- 
latan, good at abuse and making the boys 
laugh. and the lecturerand the lecture will 
soon become objects of derision and jeers. 
Kimon lacked confidence in the ability of the 
masses to govern themselves. It Perikles was 
the Thomas Jefferson of Athens, Kimon was 
the Alexander Hamilton. Perikles was as in- 
telligent as Kimon, and of intellect even 
stronger. He too knewthe masses well. But 
he knew that the intelligent classes made 
blunders as well as other people and that 
the instinct of the masses, that quality of 
mind which does not reason, but which sees 
and feels, and which is keenly sensitive 
to self-interest, may be relied on 
in the long run, and in spite of many 
blunders, to exact from government a respect 
for popular rights. But Perikxies saw, what 
Kimon did not see, that government is made 
for man and not man for government, and 
hence that if democratic government can 
succeed atallit is infinitely better for the 
masses in the fact that it is their best possible 
educator. Between Perikies and Kimon the 
war waxed hot. Atlast it created a crisis. 
For men of prominence who had lost popu- 
larity, Athens had a mode of punishment, the 
most irrational and unjust that ever existed, 
namely, ostracism, that is, banish- 
ment by popular vote. There was no trial 
nor even charge. Aristides, a man of good 
ability and of stainless virtue, was ostracised 
merely because people got tired of hearing 
him called Aristides the Just. The partisans 
of Kimon and of Perikles raised the question 
of ostracism between their respective leaders, 
Kimon lost the battle and was banished, but 
was afterwards recalled through the efforts of 
Perikies bimself. It must not, however, be 
inferred that Kimon was ostracised because 
less of a demagogue, tor of demagoguery he 
is said to have had more than bis rival. 

One of the first measures of Perikies was to 
provide for the security of Athens against an 
attack from Sparta orfrom Persia. Kimon 
and the aristocratic party opposing stoutly, 
he constructed what were calledthe Long 
Walls, begun by Themistokles. Athens lay 
about five miles from Saronic Bay, that is 
from the Mediterranean. The little town at 
the harbor where Athenian vessels were 
landed was called Peirseus. It would have 
been economy to abandon Athens as the 
leading city andjbulid upandadorn Peiraeus, 
But Athens was built at the base of a bill 
called the Areopagus, liiterally the Hill of 
Mars, from the Greek words Ares, Mars, 
and pagos, a hill. It was on the Are- 
opagus that St. Paul saw an altar 
dedicated To the Unknown God’’ and said 
to the men of Athens: ‘‘Whom therefore ye 
ignorantiy worship, bim declare I unto you. 

he Areopagus has so many historic mem- 
ories, but especially so much of mythology 
connected with itthat noone could think of 
abandoning that sacred spot for a coast lo- 
cality. The long walis inclosed a wide street 
from Athens to the bay at Peiraeus. Each 
wall was of massive blocks of stone sixty feet 
high and wide enough at the top fortwo 
wagons to pass. 

eanwhile Perikles was giving close atten- 
tion to the forming and then to cementing the 
Pan-Hellenic confederacy with Athens as 
ite head. This was one of his greatest 
achievements. In 8 It he showed 
the statesman; in executing it he showed the 
statesman and diplomatist. He did it, too, 
without war, not as a conqueror, though he 
was an experienced General, but as a states- 
man. The States of Greece had never been 
harmonious Boeotia had been affirmatively 
un-Helienic; Sparta, long holding a sort of 
supremacy, had become jealous of ber su- 
remacy wih the unreaso ing and ignobie 
lousy of a dotard.

almosttoruin. Perixies proceeded to repair 
the ruins. He then pushed his improvements 
further. He built successively those majestic 
edifices whose splendor dazzled the world, the 
Odeon, for musical use; the Parthenon, with 
ite exquisite sculpture, and the gorgeous 
portals adorning the entrance to the Acropo- 
lis, through which processions passed on 
festival days. It was in the construction and 
adornment of these that the hand of Phid- 
las showed its cunning. Without Peri- 
kles there would have been no Phidias. One 
colossal bronze statute made by Phidias could 
be seen for miles out in the Saronic nap 4 as 
it glittered in the sunlight. How much these 
works of art did to refine Greek taste and st Im- 
ulate the production of that Greek poetry 
which in modern times has stamped itseif 
upon the world’s literature cannot be told. 
The modern world owes something to Perixies 
and may well be glad to learn his character 
and career. 


It was Perikies who democratized Athens. 
But the most zealous advocate of democracy 
will not at thisday deny that he pushed 
democracy too far. etit must be remem- 
bered that as to the werking of democracy he 
could get no instruction from history. ni- 
versally theretefore the people had been 
mistrusted. In the fervor of his purpose te 
trust them he trusted too far. He had seen 
the unreliceved abuses of monarchy and 
oligarchy. He determined to destroy these 
abuses utterly, and, in that direction, to do 
too much rather than too little. The pendnu- 
lum that had been drown far tothe left 
swung turiously totheright. It was during 
Perikles’ ascendency that Athens was in her 
highest glory. Whatever inconveniences it 
brought, at any rate democracy educated and 
liberalized her people. Their minds became 
informed and quickened. Poets found ears 
to hear and artists eyes to see and both 
classes minds to judge and admire whatever 
deserved to be admired, and hence poets and 
artists were stimulated to the highest effort. 
Genius found a market. Democracy is good 
for the masses; but whatever is good for the 
masses is good for all. He whose interests 
are opposed to those of the masses, who asks 
protective legislation that he may pros- 
per at the cost of the masses, 
ought notto prosper. Whoever wants to get 
a good view of the beneficence of democratic 
institutions may compare democratic Athens 
with oligarchic Sparta. Whatdid Sparta do 
for mankind? What great poem or history 
did she produce? What great piece of sculpt- 
ure or painting? What splendid specimen of 
architecture? What orator? What valuable 
thonght? In all these things there was scarce- 
ly a coleny in Africa more sterile. When we 
turn to démocratic Athens the mind is over- 
whelmed as it contemplatesthe gifts, grand 
and imperishable, of Athens. No other city 
in the world, ancient or mod - 
ern, can assert such claims 
the world’s gratitude, has done 
much for man’s progress and happiness. 
would be a littie beyond the truth, but only a 
little, to say that if Sparta had never existed 
mankind would not bave been the loser. But 
a storm was brewing. Owing to causes, a de- 
tall of which would not interest, a sharp 

uarrel arose between Athens and Corinth. 

orinth sends envoys to Sparta asking aid. 
Sparta declares for war against Athens. Im- 
mediately afterward Sparta sends to the 
oracle at Delphi to learn whether her decision 
was right—asking God's advice after she had 
determined. The response was characteris- 
tically oracular, It was that they would be 
victorious if they did their best,“ leav- 
ing room in case of defeat for the devout 
Spartan to vindicate the oracle by charging 
every other Spartan with not having done his 
best. That Delphic oracle was a useful inven- 
tion, if for nothing elise than bringing wealth 
to Delphi. A general congrcss of the allies 
was promptly convened at Sparta and a ma- 
jority of the e C. 432, voted fer 
war. * 


Hostilities began In the City of Athens, Pe 
ikies bad, and on account of his brilliant tal- 
ents and brilliant usefulness deserved to 
have, many enemies at home. These 
were stimulated by Sparta to aseail 
bim. The great statesman associated 
much with the phi her Anaxagoras. The 
latter’s theological views, as taught to his 
disciples, were not deemed exactiy sound, 
Accordingly an accusation, much Ike that 
brought against his iliustrious contemporary 
Bocrates, and on account of which he was 
condemned to drink the cup of hemlock, was 
brought against Anaxageras. is wis 
understood to be a thrust at Perikies,a fesler 
to test his popularity. Perikies did not dare 
to risk hisfriend on a religious charge (the 
subsequent fate ofSoerates proved his wisdom) 
‘and sent him out ot the country, but he was 
tried in bis absence and convicted. Phidias, 
the scu ptor, was also accused but die 
trial. Aspasia of Athens was a remarkable 
woman. She was beautiful, highly educated 
for a woman of that day, cioquent and engag- 
ing in society.

A PATHETIC WARNING 


The story of poor C ARRI WALKER’S sui- 
cide as it was told in the Post-DispatcH 
is as pathetio as any tale of the misery 
brought upon woman through man’s bru- 
tality. While it wrings the heart with 
pity it also stirs the blood with indigna- 
tion. 

If the evidence of the girl’s friends 
be true she was honest and industrious up 
to the time of her fatal misstep. She was 
also attractive, attractive enough to 
arouse a base purpose in the mind of one 
the villains who are always on the look- 
out for victims of their lust. She foolishly 
placed herself in the fellow’s power 
and the inexperienced girl of 17 was un- 
able to guard against the consequences, 
the realization of which brought hours of 
agonizing regret. Self-destruction was 
the only relief which appeared possible, 
and it closed the brief drama of her life. 
The girl may have been weak, but her 
subsequent suffering and suicide proved 
her previous good character and in- 
nocence. But while she was suffering the

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RT. LOUIS AND (HF NIXT D*CADF. 

The Post-DiIsPpaTCH some days ago con- 
tained an approximation of the census by 
States, compiled by the Census Bureau 
from returns of more than two-thirds of 
the enumeration districts and from esti- 
mates for the remainder. 

According to this approximation the 
population of the Union has increased 
about 14,000,000 in round numbers, or 
about 28 per cent, since 1880. This places 
us far ahead of any other civilized power 
except Russia in population, and makes 
it certain that less than thirty years will 
be required to put us ahead of Russia, 
and make us more than twice as populous 
as Germany. 

In the last ten years the population of 
Missouri has grown to 2,788,000, an increase 
of 29 per cent, and the population of St. 
Louis to 460,000, an increase of 31 per cent. 
But the compilation shows that while St. 
Louis has outgrown this State, she is yet 
to receive a still greater impetus from the 
wonderful growth of population and pro- 
ductive capacity in the newer Western 
States near by and tributary to her com- 
merce. 

The same table shows that the States 
between the Mississippi River and the 
Rocky Mountains have now a population of 
14, 870,000, a gain of 50 per cent in the last 
ten years. On the present basis of repre- 
sentation they are entitled to a gain of 
thirty-one Congressmen. The country 
west of the Mississippi will henceforth 
figure in politics and in trade as it never 
did before. Counting only Texas and 
Louisiana with the States west of the 
great river and contiguous to Missouri, 
St. Louis is now the trade _ center 
of a group of seven States whose 
population has grown in ten years past 
from 6,500,000 to 12,000, 000. 

A large part of this growth is of settlers 
who have as yet hardly got their farms 
opened but soon will have a surplus to 
market. Thereis every reason to believe 
that the same trans-Mississippi States 
will have a population of 18,000,000 in less 
than ten years more and such a growth 
ought to, and probably will, place St. 
Louis among the cities with over 1,000,000 
inhabitants.

THROUGH SWITZERLAND. 

„„Wo left Kulm, one of the highest moun- 
tainsof the Righi Alps, oa the morning of 
July 29. It is 6,000 feet nigh, and is ascended 
by a railroad like that at Mount Washington. 
Here in view is a line of snowy Alps, 120 miles 
long, many famous Swiss towns (though to 
the eye they seem but a collection of pebbles), 
and thirteen lakes. The tunnel under 8. 
Gothard la nine miles long and cost over 
$10,000,000. After this gloomy ride came 
0 steep aecent and a ride over 
the Devil’s Bridge, where France, Austria 
and Russta fought in 1799. At Zurich we 
stopped but an hour, but that was long 
enough for usto meet with a temporary loss, 
The view from the bridge of villages, villas 
and Alps; its statue of Chariemagne and 
museum tempted the take-it-easy ones to 
make up for their long nap in the morning by 
alittle stroll. Seven were left with the pleas- 
urable alternative of moonlight view or that 
of begging their way on the next train to 
Neuhausen. They did not even have baggage 
to offer as collateral, for we considerately 


took care of that for them, fearing others 
roight relleve them of it entirely. 

„We arrived at Schaffhausen late on & 
bright afternoon and drove up the 
long beautiful park ot the Schweizerhof 
Hotel. It is at Neuhahsen, opposite the falle 
ofthe Rhine. Heretbe river widens and de- 
scends 100 feet in rapids, whirlpools and fal s. 
This scene wasrendered more beautiful by 
the magic ofthe calcium lights as soon as the 
night shadow had settled down, S8chaff- 
hausen is a picturesque town, with quaint, 
old, frescoed houses, a wall with six gates, 
and old towers, a massive castle and à Ro- 
manesque cathedral. 

IN DOUBT AS TO IDENTITY. 

„% Among the tourists to this beautiful spot 
were the Chinese Minister and his Secretary. 
They were pointed out tous, but we were in 
considerable doubt as to which was the Celes- 
tlal Ambassador and which the Secretary. 
One wore a rich robe of cardinal silk, the other 
was dressed in light blue silk.

AT BADEN BADEN. 

Schuffhausen our next stopping 
den Baden, which is in a delight- 
ful glen amid the foot-hills of the Black 
Forest. About forty thousand foreigners 
come nere every year to indulge in fashion- 
able lounging, to enjoy the mild climate, to 
drink the mineral waters and try the efficacy 
of Freiderichs baths. This city was 
once the predecessor of Monte Carlo. 
The elegant gambling rooms are still shown 
at the Kansaal and were filled with every iux- 
ury—paintings, sculpture and rare vres 
vases. Ihe immense hall was lit by inumer- 
able candies to prevent the sudden turning 
out of light on a losing game. A little distance 
off the Rhine flowed peacefully on as though 
it had never carried on its bosom . a poor 
lided dell had lost bis 
wealth and honor. Kaiser William put a stop 
to this shameful business in 1872. Since that 
date Baden Baden may have lost in numbers, 
but has certainly zalned in reputation. The 
new castle on the, bill, above the town 
founded ioe 1479, is now a summer residence of 
the Grand Duke. 

‘*Leaving this city with its delightful prom- 
enades and beautiful stores we passed on by 
railte Heidelberg. It was firat bullt about 
about the close of the thirteenth cent and 
Was long the home of the Electors and Kings, 
who from time to time added to ita buildings. 
It towers 830 feet above the Niekar 
River and is the arandest 
in Germany, It wastwice taken and blown 
up by the Freneh, and its destruction was 
completed by lightning in 1764. The students 
u year ago ceiebrated the 800th anniversary 
of their aniversity (as the buildings now 
stand) and were permitted to use the old hall 
ot Heidelberg. Their banners and decora- 
tions still hang on its rulned ivy-grown walls. 

DOWN THE RHINE. 

At Mayence early Sunday morning, August 
3, we took the steamer forthe trip down the 
Rhine. Ebren Breitstein (honors broadstone) 
isthe Gibraltar of the Rhine. It is a wast 
fortress on a precipituous rock, nearly 400 feet 
above the river, commanding a ciorious view.

Exhibits—General Exposition Gossip.

rr * complete and costly 
displays of the kind that have ever been given. 
Yesterday the first consignment, consisting of 
four heavily laden cars, arrived in the city, 
and ten carloads more sre on the way. Messrs. 
L. V. W. Skiff and ©. E. Mahon of Denver are 
in charge, and are at present engaged in 
making preparations for displaying the 
exhibit to the best advantage. It will be lo- 
cated at the northeast corner of the Exposi- 
tion Building and no expense is being spared 
to make the display a most complete and 
unique one. Mr. skiff represents the Colorado 
Board of Immigration and Statistics and to 
him is intrusted the preparation of the dis- 
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. committee was asked. 


PREPARING THE EXHIBIT. 

When it was settied that the Quadri-Cen- 
tennial Exposition was to be held in Chicago, 
the Denver Board of Trade determined to 
make 6laborate preparations fora grand dis- 
play. It was then urged upon them that it 
would be far better to send as flne an exhibit 
to the St. Louis Exposition as could be 
@ollected. As soon as this was decided upon 
the mining men came forward and determined 
not te wait for the Chicago Exposition, but to 
do their best in St. Louis. A member of the 
committee of the Denver Board of Trade said, 


in reference to the display of the mineral 
, wealth of the State: 


2 We bave at other times and in other places 


made some attempt ofan exhibit, but there 

has heretofore been little concert of manage- 

ment, nearly everything was left to the in- 

dividual mine-owners, and the consequence 

was that there has never been a full and fair 

exhibit of the mineral resources of Colorado. 
A NEW DEPARTURE. 

„Last spring the Denver Board of Trade 
determined to take the matter up and see 
that affairs were conducted on a consistent 
and comprehensive plan. Letters were writ- 
ten to the authorities of each mining county 
and of each mining town,and the appoint- 
ment of one or more members to a central 
In addition to this a 
subscription ranging from $500 to $3,000 was 
requested to be expended under the direction 
of the general committee. We found that the 
eounty and city officials were most anxious 
to co-operate with us, and in nearly every 
case the subscription was made. W hen it was 
seen how eager the people were to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity for securing a full 
display, the plan that we started with, simply 
to collect specimens forthe St. Louis Exposi- 
tion, was greatly enlarged. It was deter- 
mined to prepare at once a display for the 
World’s Fair, to keep it in St. Louis until the 
fair opened, and then to send it to Chicago. 
It was then suggested that steps be taken to 
make the display a permanent one, and this 
met with universal favor. 

A GRAND DISPLAY. 

„Te mine owners have come to the front 
with great liberality, both as regards the 
contribution of specimens and donations of 
money. We have over $50,000 in hand, and 
the specimens cost us little or nothing. The 

lan proposed will be to make the display oue 
that San be understood by the ordinary citi- 
zen as well as the mining expert. The ex- 
hibit willbe arranged with referenre tothe 
value of product as well as the different 
kinds of ore. For instance, Lake 
County, in which Leadville is situated, will 
ovcupy a space Commensurate with its out- 
put. he specimens will not simply be such 
as can be putin glass cases, but great masses 
of ore will be shown. ‘The Lake County 
exhibit wlll weigh many tons, and in bullion 
value alone will exceed $100,000. Other dis- 
tricte will be allotted space in accordance with 
their output, and each variety of ore will be 
carefully classed in reterence to its value. 
The silver ores of Colorado are by no means 
all of the same kind, there being greater vari- 
ety in appearance and chemical composition 
among them than in any other silver dis- 
trict in the worla. Modele of the machinery 
used in the treatment of each kind of ore will 
form part of the exhibit, and a visitor to the 
Exposition who knows nothing about mines 
dan learn in a few hours more about ore 
than he could in months spent in the camps 
where they are produced. 

THE PERMANENT EXHIBIT. 

„The manner in which Colorado men have 
taken the matter up bas attracted attention 
from other quarters, and we have had let- 
ters asking that other States and Territories 
be allowed to contribute to our display. 
This request we are not yet prepared to grant, 
as we wish to have the Colorado exhibit 
stand out separatefrom any other, but we 
have informed the inquirers of the plans that 
we have pursued and given them the benefit 
of our experience, as it is to the interest of all 
mining men thatthe mineral weaith of the 
country shall be properiy represented at Chi- 
cago. We will donbtiess make some additions 
before we send the display to Chicago, but the 
exhibit to de made this fall at St. Louis will be 
substantially the same as that which will 
appear at the Worid’s Fair. In reference to 
the permanent exhibit, its location has not 
yet been definitely decided upon, but most of 
our men favor this oity.’’ 

The exhibit is to be placed in the alcove at 
the north end of the east wave. It supplants 
the village of Shrewsbury, and, as the State of 
Colorado is larger than the Village, more 
epace has been taken from private exhibitors. 
The exhibit is designed to show the 
wonderful resources of the State. 
It will be an exposition in itself. The space 
will be crowded with interesting material 
facts. There will be contributions from every 
eounty in the State. Nothing like it has ever 
been attempted by a Western State. 

NATURAL PRODUOTS. 

The agricultural division is being given 
great attention and the collection of grains 
and fruite will be very large and attractively 
arranged. The Colorad« system of irrigation 
will be illustrated and clay models of Indian 
villages. cave Gwellings, etc., will be shown 
with numerous Ind ian relics. 

Everything Celorado has will be shown ex- 
cept her fish and there 16 still a hope that this 
feature will not be lacking. The Missouri 
Fish Commission will repeat its exnibit of last 
year under more favorable conditions. Ar- 

mgements have been made to supply the 
tanks with filtered water so thatthe fish can 
be seen to better advantage than last year. 

A motable feature will be the samples of 
Oolorado marble that will be shown. It has 
long been known that marble in large quan- 
tities was to be found within the limits of the 
State, but it was not until recently that the 
citizens began to realize how valuable these 

uarries were. They have now been taken in

A Rich Reck Quarry Discovered Under a 
Farm—Large Negotiations fer Land 
Galena Operators Hard at Work—a 
Great Crowding In of Invegterse—Webb 
City Mines in the Lead—Echoes From the 
Camps. | 


ARTHAGE, Mo., Aug. 
%.—*‘Hang the 
horse shoe over the 
door and bring good 
luck.“ There are 
men and women 
everywhere who be- 
lieve that by observ- 
ing the above they 
will certainly real- 
izesome advantage 
trom it. To dispute 
with them is useless, 
as their supersti- 
tious beliefs consti- 
‘he mtute thelr heaven. 
ere are many 
who, in Jasper 
County, seem to 
think there is virtue 
inthe above omen, but nevertheless they 
give evidence that they do not rely on it alone 
for success, but use brains and money to put 
them on the road to fortune, which is more 
easily acquired here than in many places on 
account of the lead and zinc now being dis- 
covered all through this county. 

It is cortain that much attention is given to 
mining now by those who have been reared 
to no other calling than tilling the soil, and 
whose only conversation has been cattle and 
corn-stalks. Finding that money is made 
more quickly by raising lead and gine than 
rearing calves and sheep, they turned their 
attention to the study of mineralogy, geology 
and topography of the country, and while they 
may not as yet know as much of the different 
miseral formations as those who have every 
technical term at the tip of the tongue, still 
they have, with the aid of the knowledge 
gained, combined with their practical exper!- 
ence, learned to reach that fame which is al- 
ways Open to those whose bank account is re- 
liable. . 

The latest addition to the vast number of 
farms which have been discarded as corn pro- 
ducers is the Kendrick farm, north of Spring 
River, one mile from Carthage. It bas on it 
one of the finest rock quarries in the world, 
and lately seven and one-half acres was sold 
for $5,000 to St. Louisians, who ship the stone. 
Tne balance of the farm is owned by the Ken- 
drick heirs, and some of them have been 
prospecting and found lead and Zinc on all 
parts, A visit to the farm gives an idea of its 


richness, and as it slopes down to Sprin 
River towards the famous Porter and Myers 4 
Jennison mines, it is not to be doubted that 
mineral is there in as rich abundance as on 
the south side of the river. The owner was 
offered $4,000 for twelve acres, but refused, 

It is not only rich as mining land, but gives 
to visitors one of the most picturesque sights 
to be seen anywhere. When the owner Was 
questionéd as to the propriety of i it 
to be used as a mineral camp, he simply said 
‘*Tbave learned that the prettiest sight on 
earth is a pile of gold, and the man who puts 
up the pile can get my scenery and convert it 
Into a mining camp if he wishes. A few 
‘months ago he sold lots for $i00 eoch, but he 
expects to make from $3,000 to $5,000 per acre. 
He finds when digging lead and zinc at 
from fifteen to twenty feet deep; there is also 
in some sections of it oil-bearing rock, and 
this brings to mind traditional stories that 
the early settiers used the rock for heating 
purposes. The State Geologist, when making 
his tour of inspection here, told the owners 
they ought to be working it. They have kept 
their secret as long as they Can, and now the 
site is visited by capitalists and fortune- 
hunters who want to get inon the ground 
floor. Carthagenians are crying to own it, 
but whe the lucky one will be is not yet 
known. 

Adjoining farms are also “Pp Inspected, 
but so far nothing has been told définitely of 
the results. Atanother point east of the city 
a woll-digver was astonished to find at a depth 
of thirty-five feet lead and zinc shines, and 
now it is not water but wealth they are after.

strictly aloof from all squabbles over 

modes of procedure and the for- 

mation of a limited session programme, 

merely reserving to themselves the rights of 

the opposition to participation in debate. 

The Democrats are not to blame for the hole 

inte whichthe Republicans have got then 

selyes, and the Republicans may now stew ina 

their own juice. This is the attitude and 

these are the sentiments of the leading Demo- 

cratic Senators in relation to the Congress- 
tonal situation. 

The tariff bill is the thing now before the 
Senate. It is the thing also which the country 
at present is thinking and wrangling about. 
The Demoerats believe it to be their duty to 
let the country understand as fully as 
possible what kind of a bill it is, and the only 
way to do it is to discuss it line by line and 
expose all its multitudinous iniguities to the 
light ofday. Thatis the task to which the 
Democrats have set themselves, and to that 
task they will finally adhere, making no com- 
promising bargains and taking no backward 
steps. Five weeks have been spent by the 
Senate in discussing three schedules of the 
Cariff bill, and Democratie Senators regard the 
Sime well spent over s0 comparatively 
Small a portion of the Dill. This 
is due, of course, to the opposition 


ofthe Democrats and the burden of that op- 
position has been sustained by Senator Me- 
Person of New Jersey. In conversation with 
a PosT-DISPATCH correspondent to-day the 
Senator did net deny that propositions for 
some sort of a conference betweer the two 
sides of the Senate on the order ef business 
had been suggested to him, but he aid not 
adopt the suggestions, partly because he 
could not leave his desk while the tariff bill 
was under discussion in the Senate, and partly 
because his disposition is to leave the Re- 
publicans to work out their own salvatien or 
bear alone the penalties of thelr own iniqui- 


ies. 

There bas been no conference, he said, 
„between Republican a Democratic Sen- 
ators that Il know of, and no premises made 
thatlam aware of. Ido not say that I would 
be unwilling to go with the Democrats, ifa 
majority of them should decide that Congress 
could be adjourned on a certain day. Ifa ma- 
jority of Democrats agree to any particular 
programme, whether originated by the Re- 
publicans or not,I shall most probably be 
with the majority of my colleagues, but 1 
don’t know that there ig any disposition 
at present among the majority 
of the Democratic Senators to agree to any 
bargain. For myseif I can say that I have 
taken no part whatever in any conference, 
negotiations or agreement, and have uni- 
formally refused to consider any arrangement 
for the shortening of the session and the lim- 
iting of debate on the tariff bill.“ 

The Senator’s judgment is that the tariff 
bill, at the quickest, cannot be got out of Com- 
mittee of the Whole before the middle of 
September. When that stage as been 
reached he thinks the Democrats will 
mot insist on causing any further delay 
by debating over again in the Senate 
what has already been debated in the com- 
mittee. But the reeiprocity proposition in 
some shape will be in the bill wen the Sen- 
ate returns it to the House, and otherwise it 
will differ so much from the House bill that it 
will inevitabie hang 4 long time In conference 
before the two houses. It will be well on in 
October, he thinks, before the tariff bill can 
be finally disposed of. After that there will 
be nothing to prolong the session of Congress, 
as the Federal election bil is to be left for 
treatment in another session, eitherthe next 
regular session of Congress or an extra ses- 
sion to be called by the President for that pur- 
pose in November.

WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 28.— Some time 
ago Congress man John C. Tarsney of Mis- 
sour, an ex-prisoner of war, attacked the 
pension bill, which was calculated to aid those 


soldiers of the rebeliion who had, like him- 
self, been confined in Andersenville, Libby 
and other prison pens. Mr. Tarsney’s attitude 
brought dewa upon him the wrath of the ex- 
prisoners generaliy, and he was the recipient 
of many communications condemning his 
course, some of tne authors doubting that Mr. 
Tarsney ever amelied pewder on the battle- 
field or was within the confines of a Confeder- 
ate prison. There was another class of ex- 
Union soldiers who applaud his inde- 
pendent eourse. But out in Cleveland 
the Missouri Congresaman was condemn- 
ed by the Grand Army peeple and the 
Nattonal „ published atthe capital, in 
the interest of the ex-Union soldiers, sailed 
into him atalively pace. The paper did this 
while ite editor had been a sempanion of 
Tareney’s at Andersonville. These attacks 
upon his record and claims a8 an exX-seldier 
aroused the sensitive pride of Mr. Tarsney, 
do that when he last went back to Missouri on 
a vieit he buntea up his honorable discharge 
from the service apd brought it to Washing- 
ton with him.

he wished to deny the statements 
contained in the letter and the reso- 
lations, He had deen ticken down 
at Gettysburg and captured, and was a pris- 
oner until the 2ist of Nevember, 1864. He 
predueed copies of the official records of the 
War Department in support of his statement. 
He also put on record his emphatic denial of 
the charge made in the resolutions, that while 
in prison he had acted as a barber, cook and 
hostier to Confederate officers, The editor of 
the Nutional Tribune was himself a prisoner at 
Andersonville when be (Tarsney) was there. 
They had often taiked over the incidents of 
their imprisoment, so when the editor printed 
the letter and resolutions, he printed what he 
knew was not true. He (Tarsney) made this 
statement because be did not wish that his 
colleagues in Congress should believe that he 
had made false statements as to his war 


record. 


A Tilt in the Meuse. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 2%.—Members of 
the House of Representatives almost came to 
blows to-day in the discussion of the lard 
bill, The fight is between two business 


interests, the manufacturers who use 
stearine and cotton-seed oil in making 
compound lard and the agriculturists who 
make theirlard witheut these ingrediente. 
The latter want the Conger bill now before 
the House, while the formers oppose it tooth 
and nail, and prefer the bill 
framed by Senator Paddock relating to 
the same subject. The division in the Honse 
bot governed either by party 
or by locality. While Con- 
ger or Iowa is the author 
of the bill it is oppesed by many leading Re- 
pablican members and by both Republican 
and Democratic meu.bers from his own State. 
Then on the other side, while men like Mo- 
Adoo and Hayes and most of the Southern 
members are opposed to the Conger bill, it 
has no more ardent advocate than Hatch of 
Missouri. 
In debate to-day Hatch asserted that the 
opposition in the chamber was sustained by a 
powerful lobby outside, and when interrupted 


be grew se hot as to declare that if any gen- 


tleman desired to intimidate him, he would 
ask him to try it outside, Mason 
of Illinois and Conger.of Iowa exchanged epi- 
thets which, if addressed to hot Southern in- 
steyd of cold Northern men, would have 
meant pistols and coffee for a certainty. 
Mason is red hot against the bill 
and against the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, because he claims that Mr. 
Wanawaker, in the interest of the bill, has 
suppressed certain information which the 
House called for. He declared to-day that 
whenever he got time he would introduce a 
resolution for an investigation of the in- 
fiuences that controlled the Postmaster- 
General in suppressing what the House 
had asked and had * right to 
expect. Then he grew botter and more im- 
petuous and asked that a committee of three 
members be appointed right away to march 
up to the Post-office Department and demand 
what Wanamaker bad faiied to furnish. 
Thus he would have reversed the historical 
raid which Kine Charles I. made on 
the Parliament of England, but the House, 
being a deliberative body, in a matter of that 
kind refused to comply. Mr. Mason, after 
strong fightiag, managed to get two amend- 
meats adopted, one allowing the use of casks 
a second time and the other allowing the ure 
of brands, Compound lard’’ and ‘‘Lard 
compousd.’’ 

It was getting pretty well on toward dinner 
time when Hayes of lowa moved to amend by 
striking out all after the enacting clause and 
inserting the Paddoe bill. At this proposi- 
tion Mr, Hatch grew indignant, because the 
reading of the amendments would consume 
nearly all the time left, and it was expected 
thatthat time would be given to the friends 
of the Conger biil. 

Apart from the hurly-burly which Mason 
raised later in the day the speech delivered 
by Butterworth in favor of the Conger Dill 
was the feature of the debate. For want ofa 
querum the House had to adjourn without 
disposing of the bill. 


An Increase in Imports. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 23.—The Treasury 
Department to-day received the statement of 
imports and exports and immigration into the 
Union States for the month of July, 1890. The 


same was furnished by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Statistics and la especialiy intoresting at 
this time, owing to the general condition of 
the country’s affairs financially and other- 
wise. The statement shows the total value of 
exports for the twelve months ending July 31 
to have been 5880, 015.507, as against $794, 436,305 
for the corresponding period im 1889. For 
the month of July the exports are 
valued at $54,445,042, against $52,058,219 for the 
same month in 1889. The figures which appear 
most strange are those representing the im- 
ports for the same periods, when compared 
with the exports for the twelve months end- 
ine July 31, 1890. Ine values of imports were 
795,071, 719, while for the same period in 1889 
the values were only $757,537,945. For July, 
1890, the import values were $77,560,913, against 
$71,786,938 for July, 1889. The Chief of the 
bureau explains that the ‘age increase 
is due to large purchases by impo:ters in 
advanee of the passage of a tariff measure. 
The whole statement when summarized 
shows the excesses for 1889 of imports of mer- 
chandise to be for twelve months, $8,101,640; 
excess of gold export, $50,610,075; excess of 
silver exports, $17,716,599. Ihe same excesses 
In 1890 were of export merchandise, $64,943,- 
788; excess of gold exports, $10,584,220; excess 
of silver exports, $13,624,711.

One of the agents of the company de- 
Clared to the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH cor- 
respondent to-day: It is all up with us, and 
the company realizes that its business outside 
the city of New Orleans is about finished. If 
Louisiana can’tsupport the company it will 
have to go under.

The Sevate. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 28.—The Senate 
met at noon to-day with the understanding 
that the day’s session should be devoted to 
eulogies of the late Senator Beck of Kentucky. 


Mr. Blackburn made the opening address—an 
eloquent tribute to the ‘high character, broad 
statesmansbip and force and dumestic virtues 
of the dead senator. Mr. Blackburs told of 
the birth of Mr. Beck in 1822 in Dumfrieshire, 
on the banks of the Solway, under the shadow 
of Adrian’s wall, where liberty first dawned 
upon his race and where the tide of battle 
turned against the Roman invaders of Cale- 
donia’s soil. Burns had been his favorite 
poet and a frequent quotation of his had been: 
Then let us pray that come it may, 
As eome it will for a’ that, 
That sense and worth o’er a’ the earth 
W ill bear the bree, and a’ that, 

He had appeared in Lexnigton, Ky., in 1842 
without fortune er friends, and determined to 
make it his future home. He had been born 
under the ban of those twin jailers of the 
human soul, obscure birth and iron fortune. 
He bad acquirec both and could fairly claim, 
as did the iret Napoleon when be returned bis 
haughty answer to the emissary from the 
Austrian capital, who inquired about descent: 
Go tell your master that I am to my family 
what Rudolph was tothe house of Hapsburg 
the author of my own fortune, the founda- 
tion of my own dynasty.’’ For sturdiness of 
blows be had not often met his equal and never 
encountered bis superior. His lance had 
been ever couched in defence of the keipless. 
Mankind had profited by his labors and the 
worid was better for his living. In 1875 he 
had been sentto the Senate by the great 
State of Kentucky and had deen, with 
one exception, the only native-born Scotch- 
man who ever held a seat in the Senate 
Chamber. But such had been the confidence 
of the people of Kentucky in Mr. Beck that 
thrice nad that great commonwealth passed 
by a host of brilliant sons to the manner 
born’’ to entrust her destinies to the care and 
keeping of her truest adopted child. But the 
oak had fallen in the forest. The strong man 


had been taken away. There was naugbt left 
to mourn save his absence. His life’s labor 
was well done. His name would be honored by 
those who followed. His fame, fairly earned, 
was secure. For the future he (Mr. Black- 
burn) had no fear. Mr. Beck had been no 
sectarian in religion. He had heid no creed, 
but he had believed that the truest and most 
sublime of all faiths was that which taught 
wen to use their best endeavors for aiding 


and elevating their fellow-men. His bad been 
the religion of humanity. He bad believed 
that a man who helped bis fellow-men was 
doing God's service. His life hed been 
molded on that faith. 

Mr. Ingalis following, said Mr. Beck’s ca- 
reer could not be considered otherwise than 
as extraordinary and of singular and great 
distinction. He had departed. He had no 
vote nor voice; but theconsideration of great

The House. 


W ASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 23.—In the House 
this morning Mr. McKinley, from the Com- 
mittee on Rules, reported, and the House 
adopted a resolution setting aside Thursday 
and Saturday of next week for the considera- 
tion of the bills constituting elgbt hours a 
day’s work and relative to allen contract 
labor, 

The bill authorizing the construction of a 
bridge over the Little Tennessee River at 
Niles Ferry was passed. 

Mr. Tarsney of Missouri, rising to a question 
of privilege, denied statements in a letter re- 
centiy published in the National Tribune to the 
effect that he had never been wounded nor 
taken prisoner during the war, and produced 
copies of official records of the War Depart- 
ment in support of his statement. 

The House then resumed consideration of 
the lard bill. 

Mr. Gear of Iowa said that the pending 
legisiation was of great importance to the 

eople of his State, which contained 6,500,000 
10gs. The packers of his State complained of 
the adulteration of hog products, claiming 
that it greatly depreciated the value of the 
pure hog product. He did not dispute that 
cotton-seed oil was healthful. If people 
wented to use cotton-seed oll let them do it. 
But let them buy it for what it was. Let it be 
marked and sold tor what it was. 

Mr. Hitt of Iilinois said that for the last ten 
years our whole diplomatic service had been 
trying to vindicate the American hog and at- 
tempting to prove that American pork was 
pure and wholesome. While our diplomates 
had been doing this our citizens had been 
sending through the world an adulterated 
pork product It was time for Congress to en- 
force honest dealing. 

Mr. Conger of Iowa said that the resolution 
to which the gentleman from Lilinols (Mr, 
Mason) referred last evening in his question 
of privilege did not allude to the Conger bill. 
Mr. Mason had defended Mr. Fairbank, a man 
who confessed that for eight years he bad 
been cheating the people of the country by 
passing upon them a counterfeit articie, 

Mr. Butterworth said that there were three 
subjects to be considered: First, what was the 
evil complained of? Second, what was the 
remedy proposed? Third, what were the ob- 
jections to the remeay if the evil existed? Ever 
since the settiement of Jamestown, Va., one 
of the greatest industries of the people oi the 
country had been the raising of hogs. 
Up to ten or fifteen years 
ago the hog products of America 
had found ready sale in every market in the 
civilized worid. It had been a great industry, 
recognized as one of the most important in- 
dustries of the country. But ten or fifteen 
years ago avarice had entered into the lists. 
notasan honest heed of ter ge but as a coun- 
terfeit, and as a result from the great markets 
world the honest product of 
the farm had been hunted and driven by 
the counterfeit. Certain gentlemen learned 
that they could take a certain oll and cer- 
tain stearine and combine them and putin 
enough lard and give it the smell of lard, and 
a product would result which would deceive 
the people. To-day there was not a farmer 
or consumer in the country who had not been 
robbed by this system of counterfeiting. 

Mr. Mason closed the debate with a speech 
in opposition to the bill, and Mr. Hayes of 
Iowa moved to amend by striking out all after 
the first section, defining lard, and inserting 
the provisions of the Paddock bill. 

Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania raised the point 
oforder that the amendment was not ger- 
mane, which, after contention and discus- 
sion, the Speaker sustained. 

Mr. Mason appealed and the 
the chair was sustained. 

A third reading and engrosament of the bill 
was ordered by a vote of 116 to 77, and subse- 
quently, after motions to reconsider and com- 
mit to committee with Instructions had been 
defeated, the vote on the parsage of the bill 
stood: Yeas, 11; nays, 46. No quorum, and 
the House at 5:15 v. m. adjourned. 

The Dill will come up for final passage on 
Monday or Iuesday. 
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SWEDES DO nor HARMO NIZE, 


The Parade and National Fete May Be De 
elared off. 


There was to be amass meeting of Swedes 
at Central Turner Hail last night, but the 
Swedes failed to mass. About one month ago 
some of the leading Swedes in the city fired 
enthusiasm, inaugurated a movement to cel- 
ebrate some day prominent in national Swed- 


ish history and hold a fete, on the order of 
the French fete in celebration of the 
Fall of the Bastile. Last year about 
two thousand Swedes of the 8,000 said 
to live in this city got together, paraded 
and at night held a fete at Ubrig’s Cave in 
celebration of the landing of the Swedes in 
this country. It was a success. The enthu- 
siasm seéins to haye dimmed since then, 
however, as the projected parade and 
fete promises to fail throuchb. The 
plan this year was to establish a 
certain date and each year celebrate it. As 
there seemed to be some question as to the 
exact date on which the first Swedes landed 
in this country it was decided to perpetuate 
the end ofthe thirty years war and Septem- 
ber 7 was selected. he Swedes do not seem 
to harmonize, on account of differences in 
creed and politica, itissaid, and for that rea- 
son the parade and fete will probably be de- 
clared off.

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THE ANATOMY OF A JOKE 


WHY WE LAUGH AND THE REASONS FOR 
OUR DOING 80. 
a - 

The Laugh Physica! and the Laugh Mental 
The Diflerence Between Humer and Wit 
—What Darwin Theught of Fun—The 
Subject Censidered Frem a Serions Peint 
eof View.

LAUGH isa very sim- 
ple thing, or rather 
it isso common that 
it excites no comment 
‘as to its nature. But 
with its opposite, a 
flood of tears, it Is the 
chief influencein hu- 
man affairs.

stronger the man the more he enjoys a good 


laugh, the stronger the voman the more she 
needs a good cry now and then. The man 
who does not like to laugh is a poor creature, 
and a fit subject of pity, for he ls too far gone 
in self-conceit to hope for saivation. Either 
his boiler is about to burst from an excess of 
pent-up energy or be has not enough energy 
to expend inthe serious affairs of life, and 
therefore none at all to let loose in a laugh. 
Like all things that are familiar the laugh has 
been taken for granted by most people, and 
the nature of the explosion has not been 
thought of by those who are fondest of it. 
But wit and humor and the consequent laugh, 
orsmile, have beenthe subject of consider- 
able theorizing by philosophers, who have 
furnished diagrams for all sorts of jokes and 
given us full, and sometimes accurate infor- 
mation, concerning the esoteric nature of the 
jest. Herbert Spencer, who is probably the 
most serious man in the world, wrote an 
essay on the physiology of laughter, Charles 
Darwin wrote a whole book on the expres- 
sions of emotions, among them the laugh, 
and the German philosopher, Arthur Schopen- 
haun, elaborated a theory of the ludicrous, 
which is pretty generally accepted the worid 
over. Besides these many other high au- 


thorities have anatomized the joke and told 
us just when, hew and why we oughtto 
laugh. But it is a curious fact that of all the 
men who could make jokes only one, Sidney 
Smith, told how it was done, 

It is r believed that a sense of 
humor is what distinguishes man from the 
brute. This le not exactly true, as will be 
shown further on, dut it 1s nearly so. At any 
rate a man isn’t considered just what he 
ought to be uniess he hasthat sense. Tell a 
man that he has 

NU SENSE OF HUMOR, 

and he will usually resent the charge. He is 
prouder of it than anvthing else in his mental 
kit, and if he hasn't it life isto him one long 
gray November afternoon. But there are 
honorable exceptions whieh prove the 
rule. Ihe Scotcn have a good deal of 
humor, but whenever a Scotehman 
is without ft be is probably more completely 
lacking in that respect than anybody eise. All 
peopie who are very much in earnest show 
little humor—people who are possessed with 
the idea that life is earnest andreal. Of these 
unfortunates social reformers are the princi- 
pal. Women who have ‘‘missions’’ are also 
usually destitute of the sense of humor. Or- 
ganizers of clubs for the improvement of the 
mind, and, so lhave heard, members of the 
Society for Ethical Culture are wholly wanting 
in humor, 

But notwithstanding these exceptions 
bumor istherule. We know it is the rule be- 
cause of the exceptions which prove it. It is 
so general indeed that many animals show 
clearly that they knov a joke when they see 
it, althongh of course it must not be too fine. 
A dog appreciates a practical joke, as is seen 
when he lo sent after a stick or other object 
and told to bring it to his master. He gets it, 
brings it half way, site down on it, wags his 
tail, and otherwise expresses his 
delight at the discomfiture of his master. 
Darwin tells of 11 dog he once 
owned, which would playfully bite his hand. 
When the bite became too sharp the great 
naturalist would say * 4 4 £ gently, 
whereat the dog would look up ots moment 
witha pleased expression and go on biting, 
allot which, Mr. Darwin was sure, meant 
„don't worry, its only in fun.’’ Many other 
instances are glven by various observers, all 
tending to the same conclusion. Among the 
hixher apes laughter is often seen, and the 
same muscles are found in them whleb regu- 
late the facial expression that are found. in 
man, and they are put to the same uses. 
Tickle a monkey and he will laugh like a man, 
only his laugh will not be so pleasing in ap- 

earauce; but this is because he hasn’t 
earned how to do it properly. 

»Laughter, says Darwin, ‘‘seems pri- 
marily to be the expression of mere joy and 
happiness. This probably means mere 
physical enjoyment. After people reach a 
certain age they are often unable to under- 
stand what the children are laughing at. 

PHYSICAL EXCITEMENT 

is enough to start a laugh with a small boy. 
A little girl being asked what she meant by 
— spirits said: It's laughing, talking and 

issing.’’ Feedble- minded people who keep 
thelr good health never have any other cause 
to laugh, but this of itselfis quite enough, and 
they are much given to laughing, chuckling, 
and giggling. They feel 'the joy of living. 
But with people whose intellectual life is 
the greater part of their existence the merely 
physical joke bas no flavor and the finer the 
mind the Gner the joke must be to excite their 
la@gghter. Thus we find that a child is moved 
to laughter or tears by physical joys or sor- 
rows but never by mental influences, Older 
people, on the contrary, are seidom given to 
laughing except when a joke has a mental 
quality—ueually entirely diasociated from 
anything physical. 
The primary meaning of humor is. the state 
of mind, whether habitual or temperary—ais- 
position, temper, mood, If this humor is, in 
the individual, a perceptible variatien from 
the normal, or what is thought to be normal, 
we have in him a ‘‘oharacter,’’ and the 
humor of ‘‘thesituation’’ consists in his odd 
ways. Everything humorous can be reduced 
to this: Every humorous situation is consti- 
tuted by the immersion of originality of 
humor in commonplace circumstances, The 


the circum- 
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When we first knew Tartarin he 
was a simple fellow, but r genuine, 
and we liked him. Now be is getting stupid 
and stupidity rarely excites a good natur 
laugh. Frank S:ockton’s humor is an awful 
example of too much a good thing, and 
even Mark Twain did not in his later works 
sustain the jnterest asin ‘‘Innocents Abroad“ 
and ‘* Roughing It.“ 2 

THE ONLY HUMORIST 
of note who has not outiwed bis reputation 
was Artemus Ward, and he luckily died de- 
tore it was toe late. Rudyard Kipling has a 
keen sense of humor and wit too, but the peo- 
ple won't stand more than one mere volume 
of bis Indian fun. He will always be interest- 
ing because of his wit, but his humor has no 
more staying qualities than that ot Lis pre- 
decessors. 

This mention of wit brin 
on the subject of fun. utting aside the 
laughter which is only the expression of an 
abounding physical life, there is that which 
is prompted by a perception of a humorous 
situation or the quick — —— ag ofa witty 
saying. To appreciate humor only a good in - 
telligence ig neceseary—although, as before 
noted, there are people of very surerior 
intelligence who cennot appreciate it— 
but for wit a cnitiyated as well as 
good intelligence is, needed. And many 
people whose sense of humor is dull, yet can 
appreciate a witticism because of thier eulti- 
vation. The black men’’ of Austraiiaiare of 
course utterly unable to appreciate wit, but 
they zet hilarious over a bumorous situation. 
In the absence of one of the tribe who is noted 
for his peculiar humor,“ another mimics 
bim and throws the whole assembiage into 
roars of laughter. The scene would not be 
— — particularly langhable to a cultivated 

uropean or American who would laugh 
heartily over the fine featured w itticisms of a 
Beaconsfield or a Depew. 

Wit originally signified wisdom or quick ap- 
prehension, and in this sense is met with 
repeatedly in old English literature. But it 
has come to be commonly limited in its use to 
a feliciteus association of objects not usually 
connected so as to produce a pleasant sur- 
prise, It is the quick detection and state- 
ment of resemblances between ideas not 
usually thought of together. The resemblance 
is unexpectedly peinted out and the 
imagination is pleased or ‘*‘tickled.’’ 
In the same wey also the in- 
congruity between objects or ideas. is 
made the subject of a witticism if it-ip possible 
to bring the two together in a happy and un- 
expected way. Much—nearlyfail—of the so- 
called wit in comic papers is net wit in the 
usual sense. The jokes arefunny, because 
they are highly bumorous ‘‘situations’’ 
created by the wit ofthe joker—using the 
word wit here in the old sense as signifying 
quick apprehension. Thus the star joke in 
the last number of Life— 

Father (who has torn his trousers and used 
a bad word): ‘‘lforget myself Sammy. That 
sy a bad word, and I ought not to have used 
t. ee 5

Sammy: Tou need not apologize papa, 
I often use it myself.’’

THE SITUATION. 

The sudden and wholly innocent avowal of 
the smail boy that he often uses bad words 
constitutes the humor and raises alaugh. On 
the contrary when Pope wrote; 

Here thou great Anne, whom three realms obey 
Dost sometimes counsel take and sometimes tea, 
we have wit, for the laugh is altogether on 
account of the Incengruity of ideas—the jux- 
taposition of the great and little. When Dis- 
raeli said of the Peelites that they caught the 
Whigs bathing and ran away with their 
olothes he was guilty of a witticism which 
threatens to survive the wreck of empires. A 
member of the old Irish Parliament said that 
he was the keeper of his own honor, where- 
upon another retorted that he was inconsist- 
ent because on another occasion he had been 
heard to deciaim against sinecures. Proba- 

bly this was never surpassed as pure wit, 

lt is said that a joke invariably involves 
degradation—either the degradation of a per- 
son or the degradation of an idea. Alexander 
Bain says that be did not fing a single joke in 
Lemon’s ‘‘Jest Book’’ that did not depend 
for ite pointon this. But this can hardly ap- 
ply to pure wit, because the best wit ie simply 
in the unexpected assemblage of incongruous 
ideas not necessarily having any personal ap- 
plication. The thought rovoked by 
Bain’s remark is that in mon’s time 
the English were as poor in wit as they 
are now. There ig nota numberof Life or 
Puck which does not contain one or more 
examples of pure wit in which there is no 
degradation. Of course the political jokes 
are ayowedly for the purpose of degrading 
persons, but they are usually not the best 
samples to be found in any number, although 
they are commonly very laughable. 

But the saddest feature of joking is the deg- 
radation ofthe joker himself. Hebbes says 
that laughter is a sudden glory arising from 
some sudden conception of eminency in our- 
selves by comparison with the infirmity 
of others.. The eminency is often- 
est by comparison with the in 
firmity of the joker. The hardest 
reputation to live down is thatof the funny 
man. Let him once make such a reputation 
and [tis seldom that he is after taken ser- 
lously, and a man who makes jokes is usually 
looked upon as one of limited mental horizon 
—perhaps justly so. At any rate bis only 
social use seems to be to fill in the little 
chasms which now and then stretch between 
the.gerious matters of life, Of course, that is 
a useful office, perhaps one of the most use- 
ful, nut one who can’t be taken seriously is at 
a disadvantage. Proctor Knott made a repu- 
tation as a funny man early in life, and it took 
him years to live itdown. Probably he will 
never reach the height he would haveattained 
bad he not delivered the unfortunate Duluth 
speech, and yet asa matter of fact he is one 
of the ablest jurists in the 8 Who | 
would not think ita huge joke it Bill Nye 
were to write something serious. It would be 
the most popular ef all his jokes, but it is 
quite likely that he has serious moments 
where he is no more absurd than the average 
man. Every other professional funny man 
suffers from the same contempt. But as was 
said at the outset he is a very powerful in- 
dividual and humanity can better afford to 
dispense with ite philosophers than the man 
who makes a laugh. CHARLES Drro.

TEXAS FEVER, 


Dr, Rouif Discevers a Case in St. Louis, but 
Does Not Fear an Epidemie. 


Texas fever has been found in 8t, Louls. Dr. 
A. Roulf, the local deputy of the State Vet- 
erinary Surgeon, has made it a practice to 
watch the reports in the office of the Dead 
Animal Contractor. During the past two 
weeks he has noticed frequent deaths of cows 
in the northern part of the city, and on inves- 
tigating, so far as he was able, became suse 


picious of the existence of the fever in that 
portion of tne city. 

Friday morning he learned that a sick aban- 
doned cow was lying on alot at the corner of 
Lee and Newstead avenues. A dairyman of 
the vicinity was much agitated over the 
discovery, as the cow did not 
belong to him, was not there Thursday 
night and had evidently been dragged to the 
place where she was found. Dr. Roulf re- 
membered that the cows — to have 
died of the fever did not belong in the neigh 
borhoods where they were found. He 
an examination of this cow and d! osed 
Texas fever. The cow died Friday night and 
yesterday morning Dr. Roulf made a 2 
mortem examination, which confirmed hig

Last year we had Texas fever here in July, 
but we escaped it until now this season, | 
mainly because of great watohfulness. If 
native cattle travel ſu a car that has contained 
Texas cattle with the fever, if it has not been 
fumigated, they catch the disease; if native 
cattle are driven acrossa road over which 
fever cattie have passed they are ilable to 
catch it. There must be the test care ob- 
served by all cattie owners to escape the rav- 
ages of an epidemic.

WHAT A FAMILY COSTS. 


An Extract From the Diary of a Practieal 
Man. 


From the Indlanapolis News. 

What does it cost to bring up a family? A 
gentleman, whose experience will be recog- 
nized as having points in common with other 
householders, has preserved an account of 
the expense to which he has been in rearing a 
family of four children. To-day he tntered 
the following statement in his diary. It might 
be a valuable statistical fact for the census 
takers: 

‘*To-day I close my diary. Twenty-six years 
ago to-day I undertook to keep an accurate 
statement of all my earnings and expenses, so 
that I might know actually how much it costs 
to live in the married state. Then all was an- 
ticipation. land my young wife counted our 
resources and our expectations. I received 
$15 a week, with a promise of more. I owned 
a house comfortable enough for frugal young 
people to begin life in. We were spared 
house-rent, therefore. and our expenses 


have never included this item. Retro- 
spectively I see that we have brought 
up tour children in comparatively 
easy circumstances. My health has been 
good and my earnings have been constantiy 
received. I now receive $30 a week, and we 
still own the homestead without any great ad- 
ditions to its wealth, except in an increased 
amount of furniture. I have little more 
money than 1 had when first married. Per- 
haps, all told, I have $3,500 now of assets; 
then I had perhaps $2,500.. We have never 
wanted for bread. Sometimes we have feit in 
need of more money. Three of the children 
are now making their own way. Next week 
the fourth praduates at the High School, hav- 
ing received the same schooling that the oth- 
ers have had, and will begin to look out for 
himself. f

Tumbling exercises every muscle in a boy’s 
body. It he begins work when he 16 5 or 6 
ve ars oid (I was 7) he grows up as limber as 
aneel. Even if he begins when he is 12 or 14 
years old—and I wouldn’t advise any boy to 
becin later than that—it makestne move- 
ments of the muscles free and easy, and gives 
him grace, agility and confidence. 

My success in boxing lies in my 
and my quickness came from tumbling. 

1 gives 
him power over each separate set of muscles.

3. Snap-up. 

4. Flip-flap. 

5. Back somersault. 

6. Forward somersault, 


After these come the fancy tricks. I "will 
now describe the simple 
tricks and tell how they 
should be learned. 

The hand- stand is 
done dy standing on the 
hands with the heels up 
inthe air. It ie easily 
learned, and should at 
first be practiced by 
leaning the feet against 
the wall until the be- 
inner can keep a bal- 
ance away from any 
support. 

The handspring should 
be practiced on a mat- 
tress iniearning. This 
trick consists in stand- 
ing up, ee etry, Be the

completed and the performer stands erect on 
his feet again. 
In learning it you should advance one lez, 
bending the body backward slightly, extend- 
ingthearmeup.

Weingarten is one of the prettiest towns in 
a blooming, fertile valley washed by fhe 
Neckar.

St. Louls Is the largest tobacco manutactur- 
ing point in the world. New York City makes 
more cigars than St. Louis, Durham, N. C., 
makes more smoking tobacco and Richmond, 
Va., makes more Cigarettes, but under the 
class head manufactured tobacco St. Louis 


leads the country, with the First Revenue 
district of New Jersey a poor second and all 
other districte distanced. This fuct is not new 
tothe newspaper reading public, but this 
other fact may be—99 per cent of the tobacco 
manufactured in St. Louis is consumed in the 
United States. The bulk of this manufacture is 
**plug, „ almost all the remainder is ‘‘fine 
out. It is consumed by chewers, and the 
Americans are the only tobacco chewers in 
the world. One St. Louis factory bas manu- 
factured a million pounds since the first of 
the year. The total exportation of tobacco 
from this district to date is but a 
few pounds in excess of 5,000 pounds. 
The only other district showing exportation 
worthy of consideration is the First District of 
New Jersey, and its total is less than that of 
Bt.

| An Attempt to Down Wheat Fails Signally 
Owing to Frost—Local Talent Guuning 
for the Country Corn Long—Heavy Ro- 
ceipts of Oats Weaken Prices—A High 
Rye Markei—The Chicago and New York 
Markets as Viewed by Our Special Cer- 
respondents — Chat From change and 
From the Street, a 


Once more wheat has disappointed the trade. 
Atter a big break in price seemed as sure as things go 
in this world, the market sola yesterday at the high- 
est figures touched this season and closed zwe higher 
than the close of the preceding Saturday. It was not 
alone the bears that felt satisfied a collapse was due, 
but so did also most of the bulis, including some who 
haa stood stanchly by the long side through sick 
ness and health, through good and bad reports and 
never before swerved from their allegiance to that 
side. The buige that early iu the week carried Sep- 
tember up to SI. Oh. December to $1.08 and May 
to $1.14% tempted the majority of the 
longs to unload, and there was a gen- 
eral cleaning up, most of the bults 
selling out lock, stock and barrel, and few holding 
to any kind of a line. The tight money situation and 
the probability of a general railway strike has- 
tened this unloading process and brought forth the 
idea that a material recession in prices would take 
place. So strong was this impression that many 
traders were emboldened to go short, and there was 
more selling for that account than there has been for 
along time past. There was a decline on which 
September touched 81.00, December 51.051 and 
May 81. 11, but the frost in the Northwest and the 
stoutness of foreign markets developed a scare that 
overcame ail the short selling and the indifferent 
support of the erstwhile bulls, and yesterday 
there was a quick sprint to SI. Oak for September, 
$1.08% for December and $1.14l2 for May. The 
close was off from these rates at 81.07% December 
and $1.1353 May, which rates were bid late on the 
curb. There is evident an ardent desire on the part 
of many local tracers to shut the bull steam off and 
let the market break away from its present high al- 
titude. The members of the Art Club, so long 
identified with the bull side and the leaders and 
starters of the first boom, are supposed to be out of 


4 all their long wheat. and are waiting fora break to 


get in again at lower prices. Mostof their followers 
are in the same fix, and yesterday the whole crowd 
looked like that well-known boy who hadn’t 
a word to say. About the only ones to stand by their 
colors were Os Graves, Joe Linebarger and Jack 
Lewis, which led a sarcastic and disgruntled ex-bull 


toremark, The chippies are running this boom.“ 
The old-time bears, who have grown holiow- 
eyed watching for the break that never 
came, are ulling every string to accom- 
plish their end tnis time, for they have not given 
up ali hope asyet. This stringency of money 
racket has about failed them, as tunds are decidedly 
easier, and it is believed the worst is over, but they 
look for the railway troubies, the 
strike is declared on, to have a de- 
pressing effect, and they are getting out some of the 
wildest estimates on crops that have yet been pub- 
lished. They have raised the Maniteba erop from 
less than 7,500,000 bu last yearto 20,000,000 bu 
this year, and the crops of Ontario and other prov- 
inees from 24,800, 50 bu to 57.000, 000 bu. 
his is only an increase 45. 000,000 
bu, a mere bagatelle, but if the bulls 
should make such a relative cut as that on a crop 
what a howl would be heard. The next bear factor 
expected is the Vienna Grain Congress’ report. 
Yestervay an estimate was out, purporting te come 
from the Austrian Minister of Agriculture, that 
the surplus wheat in the world would 
reach 62,000,000 bu. This leaves very little for re- 
serves, but that is not considered when a break in 
the market is wanted, any more thenisthe low ebb 
that stocks are down to in bwrope. ‘ihe foreign 
markets are showing ert 3 just now and 
their tendency upward, 
which does not look as gh they 
thought the world was overstocked wiih wheat. 
The North west situation is by no means 7eassuring, 
either, astestimony keeps accumulating that the 
spring wheat crop is not anywhere near up in 
quality to last year and the threshing returus 
are by no means coufirmatery of the 
predictions of a big crop. And there is 
no telling how much damage was dope by the frost in 
Manitoba and sections where the wheat was not 
cut. The professionals may be able to knock the 
market down again, but three or tour times now they 
have been sorely disappointed because the 
market did not Zo ali to pieces when 
it looked sick unto death, and they may 
be disappointed ence more. The arrivals of whear 
are now falling off, the past_week’s receipts amount- 
ing to 379.557 bu against 476.956 bu the week be- 
fore, aud 639,446 bu for corresponding week last 
Cash buyers do ae appear to be near 
bearish as the Pprofession- 
speculators.

Fishing and boating are 
not as popular as formerlv, for social usages 
have so changed things that one must no 
longer think of donning rough-and-ready 
clothes to enjoy a good day’s fish or sail, but 
must be hampered with the inconveniences of 
frequent changes of dress to keep up with the 
popular fad. O more can one enter a ball- 
room with his flannels and tennis shoes on, 
because that would be a flagrant breach of the 
Bar Harbor etiquette of to-day. Not only is 
this true among the fashionables who own 
cettages, but it has extended to the hotel 
people, for intercourse between the two has 
required it.

whose country proper lies between Siwon and 

Cape Palmas. There is, however, a large 

town of Kroos inthe vicinity of Monrovia, in 
Liberia, ana there I made my headquarters. 

During my life in Africa, which I expect 

shortly to resume, it has been my fortune to 

pee many strange sights and mingle among 

strange peoples, and the record of my ex- 

periences would fill volumes. lonly purpose, 

however, giving an outline of what I know of 

that wonderful country, whose division 

among the leading European powers is just 

bow attracting the attention of the civilized 

world. N 

Nature has made Africa a beautiful country, 

and it has no more beautiful part than that in 

which my missionary labors began. Ifound 

many agreeable surprises among the Kroos, 

who are the seamen of the west coast, doing

the work of loading and unloading the ships 
And steamers that come there. On the 
entire west coast, after leaving Bath- 
burst on the Gambia River, there are 
no wharves, and the cargo has 
to be sent to the vessels in small boats and re- 


eeived in the same manner. I found the Kroos 
a finely-built, brave, independent race of free 
men, who, although they never were slaves 
themselves, yet hold many slaves of other 
tribes, whom they acquire by purehase. A 
Kroo has a broad, blue-black mark down the 
entire length of his foreheud, a tribal mark; 
the clothing is simply a loin cloth for the men 
the women wearing a cloth fastened aroun 
the hips by turning the ends under, the gar- 
ment iteeif extending down as far as the knees. 
The rest of the body, which is bare, is frequently 
decorated with stripes of blue and white clay, 
resenting asomewhat startiing appearance. 
be Kroos have many things in common with 
other tribes, although each tribe has its own 
Gialect. I was told that they were quite inac- 
cessibie as far as missionary work was con- 
cerned, and, indeed, thatthey were consid- 
ered as infidels among the other tribes. Ex- 
President Payne of the Republic once in- 
formed methatany attempt to Christianize 
them would be ‘‘throwing away my time ona 
hopeless task; but were he living now, his 
opinion concerning the Kroos would be great- 


ly changed. 
THE HEATHEN TRIBES 

eof Africa, as far as 1 have investigated the 
matter, all believe in the immortality of the 
soul, though their belief is but dimly defined. 
They hold that after the death of the body the 
spirit passes ipto some beast or serpent, and 
even that it may be rehabilitated and returned 
to earth in buman form as an infant. There 
is in such a belief a faint resemblance to 
Buddhism. There is no national or 
even tribal religion, however, such as we 
find among the Budd@hists. That which they 
worship they call Ju-Ju, and every one is 
free to select and set up his own Ju- Ju,“ 
according to hie spiritual inclinations. Many 
believe in the Great Ju-Ju,’’ the Supreme 
One, but when interrogated concerning Him, 
they lapse into indefiniteness and with a 
Shake of the head explains that lle far, far 
away, and these *‘Ju-Ju’s’’ being at hand, 
they can see them. 

This strange jumble of theology or heathen- 
ism is a most interesting study. The name of 
God, the Supreme One, in Kroo is 
Nyewa;““ in the Bassa it is ‘'Grippo;’’ 
in the Vey (Vi), ‘*Konibaw.’’ Mingled 
with their worship is much of 
the superstition that finds expression 
in charms and other trinkete. The ‘‘Gree- 
Gree’’ isa charm that is variously worn, in 
mall rolle, in a goat’s horn, or in other 
eh „ and it ie reputed to possess the power 
to keep the witches away, to give long life 
and immunity from sickness to the wearer, to 
bring luck, etc, Like all heathen nations, 
these poor suvages address their prayers 
more to the powers of evil than tothe good; 
they think that unseen, baleful influences fol- 
low them from their birth, and, to propitiate 
this relentiess power, they pray and offer 
sacrifices to it. 

One of the worst features of savage super- 
atition was the annual rite at Bonny and Old 
Calabar, where to appease the evil power of 
„„the Mad Water“ an Albino young woman 
‘was every year rowed out in a boat to the bar 
andthere sacrificed to the spirit of the sea 
where the water was the roughest. Such

however, are fast disappearing under the 
teachings of the missionaries of the Church of 
Engiand at Bonny and those of the Scotch 
Presbyterians at Old Calabar. Still, when I 
was atthe latter place in 1880, I Sa around 
almost every doorstep a row of human skulls, 
which I was told was placed there to **keep 
the witches away.’’ 

Another peculiar outcome of my visit there 
was my discovery that the King bad just beep

were a choice morsel. They further told me, 
what was afterward confirmed by others, after 
they knew thatI wasaware of the fact, that 
the flesh was cut up aud dried to preserve it 
for further use, and they. explained the 
method, which, however, would hardly be 
interesting to civilized readers, These people, 
I think, were cannibals, because they were 
‘*bungry for flesh, and esteemed & as a 
delicacy. 

The Iboes on the river Niger are quite ad. 
dicted to cannibalism. They are a tall, well- 
formed, brave but cruel race. I do not think 
the fact of their eating human flesh has any 
thing todo with their fine physique; more 
than that all the flesh-eating nations are 
people physically stronger, more courageous 
and more enterprising than others. There 
are, of course, exceptions even to this rule. 
But the custom of cannibalism among the 
native heathen of Africa is gradually 
in this wonderful period 
transition among the peopie of 
wonderful land—a land of inland 
majestic rivers, with 
hundreds of miles navigable, cloud-capped, 
snow-covered mountains, lovely valieys, 
brilliant with flowers of varied bues and soug- 
ful with birds of brightest plumage; while 
over ali are clear, azure akies, rivalling those 
of Italy. Yet this vast country, stretching 
through more than sixty degrees of longi- 
tude and latitude, crossed by both tropics and 
by the equator; so large that all 
Europe is contending for a slice, has 
been for ages the scene of bloody tribal wars, 
a place of plunder forthe slave-catcher and 
of rapine and murder. 

THE RAILROADS 
up the Congo and in North and South Africa 
develop the industries and resources of the 
country, and bring in civilization with its 
benefits and its attendant vices. Some ofthe 
African railroads, it is but fair to state, are 
rather mythical, Iread ln a publication re- 
cently that there were over eight hundred 
miles of railroad in Liberia, whereas the fact 
ig there is none yet even projected, This is 
on a par with the statement of some wonder- 
fully wise explorers, who tell us that there are 
no Kong mountains. Such statements simply 
mislead the map-makers and it is not to be

As he became more communicative I esked 
bim about the great ‘‘Ju-Ju House, a temple 
built entively of human skulle belonging to 
prisoners taken In war, many of whom had 
served to make a feast. 
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Among many of the native tribes a sort of 
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rude politeness prevails that surprises a 
stranger If one native has a knife which 
another wishes to borrow, the first will wipe 
it clean (7) on hig legs or feet before handing 
it to the second, Everywhere there is an 
anxiety to learn English. The Kroos, for ex- 
ample, will accept orders from no forgigners 
unless they speak in that language; not even 


from Spanish, German or French. They try

often by an old mai who wishes to add to the 
number of hisspouses. He pays for her on

The dreaded African fever, which very few 
either white or colored (colored from the 
United States) escape, is a virulent type of 
bilious fever. It comes on with symptoms 
similar to those that accompany an attack of 
remittent fever in the United States. I have 
heard persons say that a day or two before 
being stricken down they felt an unusual ex- 
hilaration of spirits, then came the inevitalle 
pain in the back, a ‘giving out“ at the knees 
and a feeling of general

controlled, If not, the victim soon drops o 
into a deep, unconscious Sem * The skin 
becomes yellow from the overflow of bile, 
which, I should judge, suffuses the brain to 
an extent tnat causes it to Cease its action, 
when death supervenes. 

A word about Liberia. The capital of the 
Lone Star Republic, Monrovia, lies on a cape 
that terminates in a headland 280 feet above 
the Atlantic level. Its base le washed by the 
sea. The Republic itself is modeled after the 
American Republic, and it embraces not on!) 
the American Liberians, but several hundre 
thousand natives or aborigines, I. e. heathen, 
with whose habits or custome, however, no In- 
terference is attempted as — as these do not 
conflict with the laws. After the election of 
Mayor Williams (all the officials and property 
owners are negroes), he prohibited the natives 
from appearing on the streets of Monrovia 
without clothing. Previous to this order the 
men generally had worn a sbirt and loin cloth. 
Now, the women had to adress, but they 
were not altogether particular about their 
toilet or as to strictly following the modes. A 
man’s undershirt, witha hip cloth, represents 
the average wardrobe of the native women, 
answering every pon peee and meeting the de- 
mands of the law. The Monrovians all dress 
very well. 

Liberia has many natural advantages, but 
needs capital and enterprise. It is a natural 
rice-growing country and the rainy season ob- 
viates the necessity of flooding’ the 
growing rice artificially. Coffee, sugar- 
cane, arrow-root, ginger, ecocan ut- 
palm and the palm from which palm 
oil 1s made; the cacao, or chocolate- produe- 
ing tree; rubber, the sole right to which was 
given by the last Legislature to an English 
company for £20,000 sterling, and other

are among the products. The schools are 
backward owing tothe absence of qualified 
teachers and of buildimgs and farniture and 
books, There is no coin Im the country other 
than the copper li-cent anc 2-cent pieces. 
The paper currency Is not accepted outside of 
the Republic, and there ise not full value on it 
even there. The Liberians to blame? Yes and 
no. Americans andthe Philanthropic Colo- 
nization society, which sent the colored peo- 

le from Americato Liberia, knew that they 

ad neither experience in government nor 
the advantages of education. They have 
not the hardibood, pluck and pueh that 
characterize the peoples of colder climates. 
Literature, inventions and great schemes of 
any description whatsoever are not bern in 
the tropics. Transplanted to Liberia—a for- 
eign soll, with every disadvantage of a new 
country to overcome. even to contending with 
savage and heathen neighbors fora Bare ex- 
istence—these immigrants from the Coloniza- 
tion Society continue to come. They face 
first the acclimatizing fever: then, after the 
six months’ visions furnished by the soci- 
ety is exhausted, they find the werk before 
them bard beyond all expectation, with no 
beasts of burden to lessen the labor. Is it sur- 
prising that they become disatisfied and that 
many frequently desire to return, and do re- 
turn to the United Stetes? 

Monrovia, righton the border-land of the 
darkest heathendom, is a pleasant. though by 
no means a model city. Asfaras morals are 
concerned Monrovia might set an ¢xample to 
many so-called civilized towns. No liquor is 
sold by Liberian traders, and a case of in- 
toxication is quite rare. The German and 
Dutch traders, however, sell rum and gin to 
the natives. It is the most lucrative part of 
their business, rum and gin going into the in- 
terior to pay for rubber, Wory, palm kernels, 
palm oll, ete. The Liberian merehants stand 
aloof from the traffie, 

Tomy mind Liberla is the open door to 
heathen Africa. Still, there are very few 
missions there, and most of those that were 
established at intervals have been abandoned, 
owing to the death or sickness of the mission- 
aries. Graveyards mark the former soenes 
of missionary work along the entire west 
coast of Africa. Among those who devoted 
themselves most prominently to this work in 
the early years were the saintly Rev. Mr. 
Hoffman of the Episcopal Church, who was, 
Ithink, a New Yorker; Mrs, Ann Wilkins of 
the Methodist Church and Rev. Mr. Wilson of 
the Presbyterian Church. The last named 
has done excelient educational work, and 
having returned from Africa is now living, I 
believe, somewhere in Missouri. 


Within the last four Years Bishop Taylor, 
who is storming heathendem in Africa with 
**filying artillery’’ rapidity, has planted more 
missions in Liberiathan ever before. They 
are on the gelf-supporting plan. In the large 
Kroo towns on the coast quite a number of 
successful missions are ip operation, and 
there are others at Cape Palmas and up the 
Cavalla River. Up tne St. Paul river—which 
Bishop Haven has caliedthe ‘‘Mississipp! of 


lished a very successful mission on tbe indus 
trial plan, with machine-shopsa, sugar mak- 
ing, oe and tarming annexes. Rey. 
D. A. Day is at the head of the enterprise. 

The Liberian Missions are conducted wholly 
by Americans; that is, their = ort comes 
from the United States. Rev. William A. Fair 
and wife, Episcopalians, conduct an inde- 
pendent mission at Bassa_op the industrial 
model. My owd work at Krootown Is also in- 
dependent, receiving no support from any 
society. 

The object of my present ‘visit to this coun- 
try is to get funds to bulld a church. Ihave a 
little bamboo chapel, with a ci floor and a 
root thatched with leaves, in which my peo- 
ple worship; but I inte on my return to 
build a frame church of native weods, sided 
and roofed with corrugated tron or zinc, and 
I nave even dreams of indulging in the luxury

AND WHAT SHE SAW THERE. 


Miss Callie Pritehett Tells of Venice and the 
Trip Through Northern Italy—Sights and 
Scenes That the Lucky Teachers Have 
Seen—Characteristic Letters From the 
Happy Tourists. 


Laser week’s letters 
from the touring teach - 
ers took their friends 
with them to Rome and 
described their vis't 
there. To-day the SuN- 
DAY Post- DISPATCH has 
two letters, the first 
from Mrs. Fanning, de- 
scribing the visit to Florence, and the second 
from Miss Pritchett, giving am account of 
events from the start for Venice to the ascent 
of the Righi. The letters were malled at 
Brussels, To-day the teachers are due to ar- 
rive in New York on the Cunard steamer 
Umbria, and will probably be home the last 
of the week. 


Dear Post-Dispatch: 

I have sadly neglected you, but I’m so tired 
of an evening that when Leit down to write I 
unconsciously fall asleep. The table is al- 
ways very high, the chair low, the two tall 
candles give a dim light. Altogether it isa 
solemn occasion, and, thus surrounded, I 
pass into the land@f dreams. This is not a 
dream; I'm determined to keep awake to- 
night. Florence, the fairest city in the world, 
sometimes called City of Fair Flowers“ and 
again Flower of Fair Cities, is in the valley 
of the Arno, at the foot of gentle bills, 
guarded north and east by mountains and 
surrounded by everything that nature can 
lavish and art devise to make her pre-emi- 
nently beautiful. 


Santa Croce is the most interesting church. 
The foundation stone was laid on the day of 
the Holy Cross, hence ite name. Here are the 
tombs of M. Angelo, Galileo, Machiaveili and 
a magnificent monument to Dante. We spent 
a few hours in the Pitti Palace,so named from 
its founder, Luca Pitti, the sworn foe of the 
Medici. The splendid collection of pictures 
and the magnificent rooms containing them 
are among the principle sights of the city. 
Among a few that “Impressed us may be 
named. The Martyrdom «f St. Catherine, 
„The Madonnadelia Sedia,’’ dy Raphael, and 
The Holy Family,’’ by Rubens. 

Here wasa mosaictable vaiued at $150,000. 
It had been made forthe London Exhibition 
of ’51, but was not sent. The Tribune, an 
octagonal roomin the Uffizi Gallery, is the 
inner sanctuary of this temple ot art. It con- 
tains the choicest works of the best masters. 
Here arefive masterpicces of sculpture of 
world-wide celevrity—‘**‘VYenus de Medici,’’ 
„»The Young Apollo,“ The Wrestiers,’’ 
„The Grinder,’’ a slave supposed to 
connected with the conspiracy of the 
Sons of Brutus (the figure is represented 
sharpening a knife and seems von- 
derfully like A living being) and 
The Dancing Faun, thought by some the 
most exquisite piece of art ot all that remains 
of the ancients. The pictures here are not less 
remarkable—they are the masterpieces of MM. 
Angelo, Titian, Correggio and others. 

Leaving this remarkable room we come to 
room after room of paintings, each appro- 
priated to a certain school. Then to the 
Cabinet of Gems, a room that is itself a :gem, 
being supported by four columns of alabaster 
and four of verd antique. Here are 
six cabinets filled with pre- 
cious stones—precious treasures, which 
once belonged to the Medici. There are also 
bronzes, vases, sculptures and mosaics 
scattered through the ruins. We visited the 
Medici Chapel, where, surrounded by costly 
splendor, sleep Cosimo, the father of his 
country, the dust of the Medici and the 
proudest of the old Tuscan families. 

The catnedral stands ou what for many con- 
turies bas been considered 

SACRED GROUND. 
The frst Christian bishop officiated here. 

In 1298 the Florentines planned a temple 
which should exceed in wagnificence any- 
th ng the world had seen, but the architect 
died and for thirty years the work remained 
untouched. Then Giotto and other artists 
went to work. Brunelleschi planned 
the dome—the widest in the world—which was 
the model for M. Angelo when building St. 
Peter's, He was told he had an opportunity 
of surpassing the deme of Florence. He re- 

lied: ‘*Il will make her sister dome large, 

ut not more beautiful.“ 

Again architects and builders died and 
generations passed away before the work was 
finished. The Campanile or bell tower, like 
many others in Italy, stands apart from the 
church and differs from all others from the 
fact that itis Giotto’s—‘‘the model and mirror 
of perfect architecture.’’ The wealth of its 
sculptures, the delicacy of its finish and the 
purity of its design have given rise to a thou- 
sand descriptions. 

The Baptistery stands apart from the 
church. It is very old, dating back to 589. Its 
three bronze doors are its principal curiosity 
and greatest charm. Each panel is a picture 
in itself of the life of the Savior or scenes in 
the Old Testament, 

There is so much to tell 
Florence; she has achieved 
over walied cities once mightier 
than herself, especially hated Pisa. 
The name has been beld-in respect by all the 
courts of Europe, and even in Africa, on the 
strength of purest gold coinage, finest dyes 
and textures, pre-eminent scholarship, poetic 
genius and wits of the most serviceable kind 
for statesmanship and banking. However, 
our guide is yelling at the top of his voice for 
all to pack up and de ready for the bus. I 
wish 1 bad more time and an adler pen.

BRUSSELS, Aug. 5. 
Dear Post-Dispatch: 

July 2 found us speeding towards Venice. 
Looking out upon the broad expanse of blue 
waters, as we crossed the long bridge which 
spans an arm of the Adriatic, we were re- 
minded ofa glittering floor, with white flow- 
ers strewn here and: there. Overhead there 
was a sky of the deepest blue that apparently 
met this glassy floor inthe horizon. The air, 
soft, scent-laden and delicious, was gently 
wafted to us. The sandy islands dotting bere 
and there this wide expanse of waters have 
furnished loveller homes to the Veneti than 
more solid ground has done to other 
less fortunate people. These shifting 
islands have been held together by innu mor- 
able piles, driven by the enterprise of man. 
The canals were widened and narrowed, new 
banks were made for the rivers, the marshes 
were drained and the islands were connected 
by the bridges. All of thig took the united 


labor and time of scores of men, and on the 
places where the primitive huts which first 
adorned these isolated islands stood, marbie 
palaces arose. Our first aight of a gondola, 
xraceful in form, pop ean Mag a in motion, 
of ebony hue, and its gondolier.in picturesque 
costume, drew trom us expressions of delight. 
Entering a gondola our first sensation was 
one of mingled féar and pleasure, but in a 
short time this was chan to a feeling of 
calm and peace. Gliding along the canals 
propelled by the gondolier, who assumes a 
striking and an extremely gi ful attitude, 
we realized that in all this city there were no

As they once brought news that saved the 
city they are the favored pets of all classes 
and are protected by law. The Doge’s Palace 
was a piace of great interest to us. is in the 
Venetian gothic style. Passing throug h the 
Porta Della Garta we entered the eourt, in the 
center of which are two wells whieb contain 
the best drinking water in Venice. We as- 
cended the Giant’s Staircasé, named from the 
statues of Mars and 9 which stand at 
the head of this noble fiightot steps. At the 
top of these stairs isa broad passage, in which 
are the busts of some of the most celebrated 
scholars, doges and urtists. Above this is the 
aay he of St. Mark’s and the hall of the 

rand Council, — 

Around the top of this hall is Tintoretto’s 
celebrated fresco with portraits of seventy: 
six doges. One space was pointed out to us 
where we saw instead ofa face a biack flag 
bearing this inscription, ‘‘Hie est locus 
Marini Falethri decapitati pro criminibus. 
Looking at the pictures in the hall took sev- 
eral hours of ourtime. Tintoretto’s Glory 
ot Paradise, the largest picture ever painted 
on canvas, eighty-four feet by 9 
and spoken of by Ruskin as the artist's che 
d’oeuvre, was considered by the majority of 
us anything else, but the most precious 
thing that Venice possesses.’’ From this hall 
we stepped out upon one Of the balconies, and 

ad a splendid view of the Lagoons, 
islands, gondolas and ships. The Hall of 
the Electionsand the Arcbgxological Museum 
were hurriedly examined. Those rooms con- 
tain a fine collection of marbies and histori- 
cul paintings. The next rooms visited were 
full of historical associations. In the secret 
chamber of the Council of Ten there is a 
small opening in the wall around which we 
all gathered with Interest. It was called the 
Bocca de Lone, or lion’s mouth, into which 
was placed such deadly information, that in 
the fourteenth century the terrible denuncia- 
tions received through this place caused the 
tortured victims to cry aloud in the anguish 
oftheir souls: The thunderbolt falle heavy, 
and the hand by which ‘tis launched is 
veiled in clouds.’ 

From this chamber of horrible associations 
wo passed tothe Room of the Three Heads, 
the highest tribunal. The inquisitors sat here 
concealed while they listened to the answers 
of the witness or the accused. A narrow 
stairway leads from hereto the dungeons of 
the Piombi and Pozzi. 

The Bridge of Sighs, made Immortal by 
Byron’s lines, connects the new prison with 
the old palace. It was a source of disappoint 
ment to many of us, as we fondly imagined 
that dreams and reveries would be indulged 
in upon the contemplation of this magnificent 
structure, but the insignificant affair, aside 
from the history connected with it, inspired 
wi us nothing but the weakliest senti- 
ment. 

The Church of San Marco is built in the 
shape of a Greek cross and occupies all of the 
eastern side of the Piazza San Marco. This 
Christian church is made up of wonderful 
arches, brilliant mosaics, statues, - marbie 
columns and domes. The célebrated Four 
Bronze Horses were looked upon by us with 
great interest. They were taken from the

at the foot of the Doge’s Palace we crossed to 
the island opposite the Piazzetta, upon which 
stands the Church San Giorgio Maggiose, 
noted for its magnificent wood carving. We 
emerged to take our gondolas for the Acca- 
demia deile Belle Arti. Before viewing this 
most marvelous collection of pletures, prin- 
elpally by Venetian masters, we came to the 
harmonious decision thata marvelous pict- 
ture of our party by one of the Venetian pho- 
tographers would be in good taste, so set out 
= one of these adiuncts of modern civiliza- 
tion. 

Returning by way of the Canareggio, we 
arrived at the quay atthe foot of the Ducal 
palace. From here we visited the glittering 
shops in the peculiar little narrow streets, and 
after being thoroughly entertained for sev- 
eral hours in inflicting shop-keepers with 
execrable Italian and being inflicted in return 
with miserably bad English, we took our way 
to our temporary home with our accumulated 
treasures, every one of which bore the device 
of the Lion of St. Mark in some form or other. 
In the early twilight we again sought the 
canal, and gliding slowly through the 
mazes of watery streets we interested 
ourselves in scrutinizing closely the 
Palazzi Mocenigo, where Lord Byron 
lived and wrote; the Palazzo Rezzon- 
ico, where Browning died, and, other places of 
interest. Returning with great reluctance, 
we made preparations for our departure from 
this peaceful city in the sea. 

Our ride to Milan, one of the largest, 
wealthiest and most modern of the Italian 
cities, was uneventful. Thecathedral is the

is the largest in Europe. Standing across the 
street and looking at the exterior of the cathe- 
drai, one is strongly impressed with its man 

innacles and its vast numbers of statues 

aking the sky for the background of this 
picture, the eye ischarmed with the delicate 
tracery outlined on the deep sea of bine. Seen 
by moonlight the effect is etbereal. The in- 
terior of the cathedral is grand and impres- 
sive. The mosaic floor, the massive columns 
supporting the vaulted roof, the large 
stained glass windows, the mant 
cent altar-pieces imbue one with the idea 
of grandeur. From thespire of the cathedral 
a magnificent view of the surrounding coun- 
try is obtained. One sees the snowy Alps 
stretching away into the dim distance and the 
Appennines filling the remaining portion of 
the horizon. We were shown the relics in 
cioth, in silver, in gold and in jewels which 
are guarded sacrediy by the monks of this 
cathedral. We drank some of the water ofa 
legendary well which promises long life, and 
took another look at the crypt wherein rests 
the body of San Carlo Barromeo. 

We next visited the Arcade with its brilliant 
shops.

called the Giardfho Caro, one of the most 
beautiful of gardens. Here we heard delight- 
ful music and were served with ices.

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IAE DERT ENGLISH LITERATURE OWES TO 
8 YOUNG MEN. 
ee Immortal Werks Whose Authors Have 
8 Passed From the World's Stage While 
Still Youngé—Literary Genius Developes 
- Early—The Early Age at Which Many 
Famous Authors Died.

All men see 
all men aging bu, 
themselves and 1 
make the standard 
ot youth at once ar- 
bitrary and agreea- 
bie to myself. 

The literary ‘work 
done by old men has 
perhaps been more 
emphasized than the 
achievements 
of young writers, 
chiefly, probably be- 

cause itis a matter of surprise when tired 
hearts awake and sing and weary brains spin 
fine fancies. It isa delight te think of gentle 
Izaac Walton writing the preface of a book 
when he was 90, and a matter of interest to 
know that Thomas Hobbes at 84 was in a mood 
to write a Latin poem about himself; while, 
when 87, he published a translation of the 
**Jiliad’’ and the Odyssey. Longfellow 
touches gracefully upon the work of aged 
authors. He says in his ‘‘Maituri Salutamus,’’ 
given at the fiftieth anniversary of his gradua- 
tion at Bowdoin: 


Cato learned Greek at eighty; Sophocles 
Wrote his grand Ædipus.“ and Simonides 
Bore off the prize of verse from his compeers 
When each had numbered more than four score 
years; 
And Theophrastus at four score and ten 
Had but begun his Characters of Men.

Goethe, at Weimar, toiling to the last, 
Completed ‘‘Faust’’ when eighty years were past. 


But one turns with peculiar interest from 
these twilight workers to writers who finished 


their tasks before high noon, 

Looking back to the early part of the six- 
teenth century two young authors, ſutimately 
associated in the history of English literature, 
attract us. Leaders in the movement in letters 
under Henry VIII., Sir Thomas Wyatt, the 
elder, and the Earl of Surrey, are figures 
which command admiring notice. The one 
poet, the first writer of sonnets in English, 
had not reached 40 years when his work was 
over, while Surrey was only 30 or possibly 31 
when that

day in 1547 saw his execution on Tower Hill 
for alleged treason. Italiantricks of manner 
characterized the works of these poets, yet 
England seems to have been glad of a littie 
Italian sunshine in her literature at that 
period. Whether the satirical force of Wyatt 
or the morning sweetness of Surrey be con- 
sidered, these writers had shown that the 
literary life may have much fullness and 
power, though it be in short measures, as 
Ben Jonson phrased it. 

Whether Sir Philip Sidney gavethecup of 
cold water to the dying soldier at Zuther, 
or whether the tale is merely symbolic of his 
knightly nature, it is beyond contradiction 
that Sidney has been as water in a dry 
place“ to men and women who have been 
called to traverse uninteresting and dusty 
paths in following writers of inferior talent 
and superior volume. The poetry of Sidney’s 
life, in its grace and heroic measures, more 
than matehed the charm and inspiration of 
his verse. A royal soul, splendid action and 
lasting work in letters—these were the en- 
dowments and achievements of aman who 
Gied at 32. Youth was glorious opportunity 
for him, and nobly was that opportunity 
used. The world still salutes him, as did 
Spenser, in his ‘‘Shepherd’s Caiendar’’ as 
*‘‘worthy of all titles, both of chivalry and 
poesy.’”’ 

Our list includes also the ‘‘Judicious’’ 
Hooker, a contemporary of Sidney, who died 
at 45, though his sweet reasonableness and 
grave bearing as a writer makes it hard to 
believe that he did not attain to the great age 
that theologians often reach. The fountain 
of youth, is apparently in controversies about 
creeds and ecciliastical forms. Hooker Ilius- 
trated for all time that conservative thinking, 
high dignity of churacter, vast learning, and a 
ripened judgment may consort with compara- 
tive youth. His sobriety, patience aud 
thoroughrwese are a perpetual rebuke to 
superficial and frivolous work done by 

YOUNG WRITERS 
with whom he may be clasaed. 

To the same period as Sidney and Hooker 
belongs Christopher Harlowe, whose thirty 
years of life, in spite of extraordinary ex- 
cesses, sufficed togive himan envied place 
amongthe early dramatists. We could not 
easily bring ourselves tospeak of Dick“ 
Hoover, but it was ‘‘Kit’’ Marlowe whom 
his admirers greeted. He was one of the 
company of morning stars“ with which bis- 
tory and litermure is made to abound and 
Shakespeare was his sun. 

When Marlowe died from a wound received 
in a brawl, Thomas Beaumont, a child 
a few years old, was preparing a 
career as a dramatist, brilliant as 
it was short. Associated with John Fletcher 
as a collaborator, Beaumont produced dramas 
which in number and excellence attest alike 
the profusion of his gifts and his giuttonous 
fondness for work. The junior of Fletcher by 
ten years, Beaumont is assigned his full share 
im the fame which the collaborators seem 
likely to enjoy so long as English dramas are 
written. Thirty years was the limit of his 
life, but his genius gave his brief existence 
that aspect of fullness which shames the 
emptiness of many a long life. 
sibly no small number would 
teem Beaumont’s life far 
spent, if Beaumont and Fletcher were names 
atta chet to early conoordances and commen- 
taries, but by those who believe that the 
dramatic instinct will ‘‘out’’ and that its ex- 
pression has vastiy enriched literature. The 
contributions of Beaumont’s genius are reck- 
oned treasures, without which the world of 
letters would be the poorer. | a 

Wo nov come to another pair of young au- 
thors, holy George Herbert and Richard 
Crashaw, the latter a religious enthusiast, 
who carried from the Church of England into 
the church of Rome 

, A MIND AND HEART, N 

which the Anglican communion might well 
have been loth to lose. Icouple their names 
as poets of religion, though the secular 
oems of Crashaw may have made the ebief 
mpression on many readers. When Herbert 
died, at the age of 39, Crashaw was a lad of 
about 12. The latter had, crossed the fatal 
line of 80 but a few years when he was called 
to see bis beautiful visions more than realized. 
With young eyes Herbert saw the* ‘Sweet Day’’ 
and Crashaw’s fingers dia their striking work 
before Time had given them those cautionary 
touches which make the workers of every 
generation mindful they are no longer youths. 

Another young writer of Herbert's time was 
Sir John Suchling, whose life covered about 
thirty-two years. Thie gay cavalier and com- 
poser of delightful short poems was aman 
quite the opposite of the holy Herbert. but his 
work has a lasting fame of its own. Of him it 
was said that he had the pecullar happiness 
of making everything de did become bim.“ 
The song beginning, ‘*Why so pale and wan, 
fond lover? has the {mmortality which be- 
longs to felicitous occasional verse, Some- 

thing of the poet’s own character doubtiess 
comes out in the short peem called Con- 
stancy,’’ whose opening lines are: 
Out upon it, I have loved 
Three whole days together ; 
And are like to love three more 
If it prove fair weather, 
ears measured the life of Richard 
like Suckling, a 2 and poet. 
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ated. Young 
reckoned scarcely eligibie 
more important controversies, but Chil- 
lingworth finely illustrated the fact that youth 
may be capable of notable exhibitions of 
polemic skill and success, 
These brief references to short-lived but 
able and brilliant men ought to be supple- 
mented by the mention of George Farquhar, 


‘the versatile and vivacious Irish dramatist, 


whose 30 years closed near the beginning of 
the eighteenth century; of Thomas Otway, the 
tragic dramatist of Dryden’s time, whose 
„Orphan and *‘Venice Preserved,’’ have 
given bim an enduring fame and who lived 
but 84 years; of Nicholas Rowe, also a drama- 
tist, who lived to be 45, but who comes within 
the scope of this sketch, whose repute is 
founded, in part, upon an edition of Shaks- 

eare, not unworthy of the great dramatist, 

urthermore,the poet John Phillips (1676-1708) 
well deserves a place in the list, for English 
literature could not well spare his poem on 
‘*Cider,’’ or his Splendid Shilling.’* It u ot 
course a wholly inadequate reference to John 
Gay, who died at 48, to dismiss him with a 
paragraph; but there is only space to call at- 
tention to one whose work and life have in 
them so mnch to delight and fascinate. His 
„Beggars“ Opera, for example, marks a dis- 
tinct epoch in the art of parody. The adapta- 
tion of Italian opera to English low life sa 
bright and original conception which not only 
paid Gay in immediate fame and welcome 
money, but makes him seem the forerunner, 
equalled, however, by his successors of she 
company of dramatists who have made trhkv- 
esty a delightful offset to heavy and often 
ludicrously affected compositions, 

Other names which come to 6ne are those of 
William Falooner, noted for his poem, The 
Shipwreck,’’ and who died at 39; and then 
must follow a mere summary, but this is 
striking as a simple recital: Thomas Chatter. 
ton died at 18, Robert Burns at 37, Byron at 
34, Shelley at 29, Keats at 25. That Mrs. He- 
mans was but 42 and Bishop Heber 48 when 
their work was dooe is further testimony to 
the service of comparative use tq English let- 
ters. 

The lesson of this outline of work done well 
and early—if any one care to dwell on lessons 
in hot weather—is obvious enough; namely, 
that asa rule there is quite certain to be a de- 
velopment of genius and its literary fruits 
some time before there is maturity enough to 
give one a place of equal importance in busi- 
ness or politics. e are willing to have

A FRENCSH sORCERER, 


Hypnetism Among the Peasants Causes 
Seme Wonderfal Cures.

PaRIs, Aug. 10.—In the little hamiet of Bou- 
lassiers, on the Isle of Oleron, not far from La 
Rochelle, lives Alphonse Montaut, 18 years 
old, called by some ‘‘the sorcerer,’’ by others 
ne Inspired by God.’’ Noone contests his 
supernatural power, and if there be sceptics 
in the hamlet, they never manifest their in- 
credulity. 

Alphonse isthe youngest of nine children, 


and although his brothers are of Herculean 
proportions, he is deiicate in appearance and 
feeble in health. 

Some months ago Boulassiers contained 
only afew fishermen’s buts and farmhouses. 
Since Montaut has been known the number of 
visitors is so great that an inn and several 
restaurants have been established. An ac- 
quaintance Who has just returned from Oleron 
tells me thatenthe boat which crosses from 
La Rochelle and in the stages that take pas- 
sengers from the steamer to the different 
communes there is but one topic of conversa- 
tlon—Montaut and bis wonderful cures. 

From La Kochelle to the island is a very 
short distance, but while crossing I heard of 
at least tweaty cases, one more remarkable 
than the other. Among them, that ofa work- 
man, who for twenty years had been helpiess 
from rheumatism, and at last his eufferings 
had become eo great that he could neither eat 
nor sleep. Alter two or three seances with 
Montaut oe recovered the use of his limbs and 
suffered no more. 

Never does Montaut prescribe a medicine. 

His treatment is simple, but his manner is 
mysterious, His consulting-room isin a farm- 
house. There is one chair for the patient, 
another for himself. A table and the New 
Testament are all that one sees. The table is 
useless, for Montaut does not write, but the 
Testament is evidently for the mise-en-scene. 
Montaut looks at his visitor, tells him tne 
nature of his disease, takes his hands, or, if 
the malady be grave, pliaves his feet on those 
of the patient, and in an imperious tone of 
voice says: G0, you are bealed.’’ 

And one after another they leave his pres - 
ence, cured, or very much relieved, in the 
most difficult case. Complete cure is sup- 
posed to come after two or three seances. 
Miracles are whet these cures are called by 
the peasants. Montaut has no price for his 
healing, but accepts whatever is offered, be it 
money, food or clothing. 

Sometimes one his obliged to wait his turn 
for hours before the door of the farmhouse, 
and the road for a long distance is blocked by 
wagons and vebicies of all Kinds. The part of 
the country where Montaut lives has never 
been so prosperous. Once the people only 
existed; now they live. 

However, there are grumblers to be found 
every where, and some of those who come 
from afar to be cured return discontented, an- 
gry, call Montaut an imposter and send for the 
gendarmes. 

Only last week the gendarmes were sent from 
Marennes to Oleron, but they saw, believed 
and went away proclaiming the power of the 
healer. Otker gendarmes, with stronger 
minds, will be sent to Oleron and Montaut will 
be forbidden to work miracies in the hamiet 
of Boulassiers. A weapon that can be used 
aguinst him is his illegal practice of medicine. 
In a civilized country no person without a di- 
ploma has aright to cure those afflicted with 
disease. 

The peasants are nervous, many of whom 
have attacks of hysteria, but the learned 
judges do not see that Montaut only hypnot- 
izes and magnetizes. To the uninitiated it 
seems mysterious that will power can calm 
suffering, give strength to a paralyzed limb. 
But we are now accustomed to marvels that 
ten years ago were declared impossible; wise 
men acknowledge that they cannot explain, 
and these great physicians consciously ac- 
comp iish in Paris what the ignorant Montaut 
unconsciously performs at Oleron. 

Without doubtthe peasant healer will be 
imprisoned as a charlatan, but at the trial 
those whom he has healed will testify in his 
favor, and the judges will laugh at their cred- 
ulity. Jacob, the famous zouave, had au 
experience almost similar to that of Montaut. 
He was a common soldier iu Algeria, and one 
day discovered that he possessed the gift of 
healing. Coming to aris he established 
himself in the Rue de Provence, and to him 
came those afflicted in every form. All were 
cured, but the zouave was arrested for the 
illegal practice of medicine. ‘‘Howdid you 
cure them? said his judges. ‘‘l do not 
know, humbly replied Jacob, as witness 
after witness testifiea to his wonderful sue- 
cess. When he came out of prison the Zouave 
Jacob bought a house in the Avenue de ia 
Grand Armee, Paris, and with an incowe of 
$10,000 a year lives very quietly and congratu- 
lates himself that no one has benefited the 
human race more than the so-called sorcerer.

He is the son of a 
farmer in Western New York and he has the 
blue blood of the Knickerbockers in his 
veins. His ancestors came to this coun- 
try from Holland in 1639, and the present gen- 
eration is the first that has not been able to 
speak the Dutch language. His father was in 
ordinarily good circumstances and young 
Teller got a good education, studied law and 
went by stage to Denver in 1888. Central City 
was then a great mining town and Teller 
moved here and practiced law. He is one of 
the brightest lawyers in Uolorado and he has 
made several fortunes in bis practice. He 
has lost as well as made and he is now a com- 
paratively poor man. He left his law 
office in 1876 to be one of 
Colorado's first Senators and he let 
the Senate for the Cabinet in 188. When 
Teller wasa Senator the millionaire, N. P. 
Hill, was als@ in tne Senate and the two did 
not get along well together. Hill was jealous 
of Teller and he was so angry With President 
Arthur when Teller was made Secretary of 
the Interior that he became Arthur's enemy 
as far as he dared to be.

ILLINOIS CROPS. 

From reports coming in to the State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture since August 1, it le very 
clear that the citizens of Central and Southern 
Illinois have a much more serious problem to 
solve than that of the ‘‘force dill,““ the 
„Original package act, or who sbalil be 
elected United States Senator, viz., the bread 
and meat problem. All that can be said in 
regard to potatoes Is that the crop is little 
better than a failure. They are now selling 
here for $1.50 to $2 per bushel and the quality 
is poor. Pasturage is in avery bad condition 
and the continued drouth has caused great 
alarm among the live stock breeders and feed- 
ers. The rain of this week has not 
sufficient to soak the ground thoroughly and 
much of the grass le dead. In regard to corn, 
the last crop bulletin, Angust 1, gave a pros- 
pect of hardly three-fourths of an average 
yield per acre, andthe information received 
since that time indicates a further falling off 
of from fiye toten points. The rain of the 
past week In Southern I!!inois came too late to 
be of any material benefit to the growing crop 
which under the most favorable circum- 
stances from now until frost cannot possibly 
make more than a haifcrop in that section of 
the State. Owing tothe uneasiness in the 
minds of farmers, grain buyersend elevator 
men, the department will issue a bulletin 
september 1, giving the condition of the 

rowing corn, and also ofthe potato crop.. 

he State Board has just issued the following 
information regarding the m isceiia- 
neous crops of the State nos heretofore given 
to the public: 

The area devoted to meadows has been re- 
duced somewhat from that of 1889, but the hay 
crop has been much more profitable than any 
harvested this year. The wet weather of the 
early spring gave grass such a start that it 
was ready for harvest before the drouth set 
in, and the clear, dry weather at harvest en- 
abled farmers to cut and cure their hay in the 
best of order. 

The area harvested was 2,705,000 and the 
average yield per acre Was pearly one and 
one-halftons. The value of the crop is, in 
round numbers, $23,000,000. 

The demand for flaxseed explains the large- 
ly increased area seeded to this erop this 
season. The area is nearly ten thonsand 
acres and the conditions are favorable for an 
average yield per acre of nine bushels, which 
will give a total of 90,000 bushels for the State, 
The value of thecrop at this date is about 
$112,500. 

Broom corn is not as extensively raised in 
this State asthe demand for it would justify. 
In the counties of Douglas, Greene, Iroquols, 
Menard and Vermilion, where the bulk of the 
crop grown in this State is raised, the condi- 
tion is good, but in other portions of the State 
the present condition indicates less than 
three-fourths of an average yield per acre. 

The prospect for Irish potatoes has never 
been more discouraging on August i than 
this season. The continued drouth, covering 
a period of nearly three months has, played 
sad havoc with the growing crop. With the 
most favyoravle conditions from now until 
harvest not more than one-third of a crop can 
be expected. Toe yield for the State last 
season waa 15,484,390 bushels. 

Sweet potatoes are doing fairly well consid- 
ering the drouth and will make about three- 
fourths of an average crop. 

Pastures have suffered more than any other 
vegetation from the drouth excepting corn. 
In a number of counties farmers are feeding 
their cattle, In many instances cutting up the 
growing corn for them. 

The recent rains throughout the State have 
had the effect of meliowing tne ground for 
tall plowing, but came too late to do muen 
good to the growing crops.¢ 

In conversation with avery prominent Re- 

ublloan, yesterday, in regard to the State 

‘reasurership he said: ‘‘If the managers of 
the Republican campaign do ot muzzle 
Dehorner Haaf, Farmer Wilson will be elected 
in spite of anything that can be done.
